At the end of this (C2G) report is an in-depth research comment by Steven Zuraff dated April 
7, 2003. He presents another alternative to Isaac L. Harman Harmon Sr.'s parentage. Many on 
ancestry.com have accepted Matthias and Mary Barbara (TETER) Harmon as the parents 
of Isaac however, others have concluded as has Mr. Zuraff, Theobald "Dewald" "David" and 
Sarah (THOMPSON) Harmon could be his parents. 

To confuse the issue further, I have in my records, John "Hans" and Brabara ( FRIEDTLE) 
Harmon Harman had sons; Isaac Harmon born in 1863 Rockingham County, Virginia and a 
son; George Harmon born 1756 at Peaked Mountain, near McGaheysville, Augusta, Virginia, 
British Colony. John "Hans" Harmon is the son of Jacob Hermann Harmon Sr. born 1693 in 
Kusel, Palatinate, Rheinland-Pfalz, Germany and died 1764 in Peaked Mountain, Augusta, 
Virginia, British Colony. He married Anna Catarine (1700-1764) ( PAULSCHEN). See the

A Rose by any other name...Harmon 

When researching the Harmon family surname, pronounced "Har-mon" one has to be 
flexible to variations. Many of the Harmon ancestors pronounced their surname with such a 
southern German drawl, as to render the name unrecognizable, confusing the listener into 
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Isaac L. Harmon Sr. and Descendants 



believing it was a new name altogether. 

Some documents and records used Harman, Harmon, Hermann and all manner of 
pronunciations. One has to remember, back in the day, so many of our American ancestors 
were uneducated and they spelled and pronounced their name phonetically without regard to 
the actual official and legal family spelling. 

Some even became creative and added additional characters or eliminated characters in the 
surnames to suit their whims. So, when you are looking for family records, discard your years 
of education from your mind, and reduce your thinking to a fourth grader or less and think 
phonetically. 

How would they pronounce their surname if they, [1] slurred their words, [2] spoke too quickly, 
[3] talked with their mouth full, [4] spoke too quietly, [5] had tobacco in their mouth [6] were 
drunk and/or [5] didn't care if the census taker got their name correct or not. 

In any case be flexible. . .like flowing water and let the surname flow off the tongue as if you 
really didn't care how your surname was spelled and I think you will be able to decipher some of 
these twisted, convoluted and distorted surnames and in the process, discover new ancestor 
records you thought were lost.

I realize several documents and sources concerning Isaac are recorded as Harman 
however, to help keep these Harmon ancestors straight in my database, I have used the 
generic Harmon as every Harmon's surname spelling.

I've identified what I believe is Gwathmey's source for an Isaac Harman and a John Harman 
being in Capt. Daniel Smith's company. It comes from "Augusta County Court Martial Records 
1 756-1 796":p.74 

"At a Court Martial held for Augusta County the 15th day of October 1777, being the day after 
the general muster." 

There follows a list of some twenty militia captains and a list of their deliquents, i.e. men who 
did not attend a scheduled company muster as they were supposed to. (One of the captains 
was "Abraham Linkhorn", the grandfather of President Abraham Lincoln.) Deliquents were 
either fined for their nonattendance, or they were acquitted, which I presume means they had a 
valid excuse for not showing up. 

Under Capt. Daniel Smith's list of deliquents (p.75-6) is found John Harman fined for missing 
one private muster. Likewise Isaac Harman was fined for the same offense. Others fined or 
acquitted in Smith's company at this time were Joseph Philips, David Johnston, George Davis, 
James Butcher, John Harrison, Reese Williams, Peter Armantrout, Eliot Rutherford, John 
Conner, William Stewart, Abijah Wearing, Lawrence Bell, Dinnes Diver, James Elliot, John 
Black, Harry King(?), John Chisam, Joseph Burgess, and Cornelius McCoy. 

There are no lists of deliquents in Daniel Smith's company in subsequent years probably 
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because when Rockingham County was formed in 1778, his company no longer belonged to 
Augusta County. 

I guess it is fortunate that Isaac and John weren't always "good". Otherwise, there would have 
been no service record for them at all. MargaretAnnKerr originally shared this 27 Jan 2013 story

The brother not being 
satisfied with the location, decided to go further West and was never heard from afterward, it 
being supposed that he was killed by the Indians, as he had promised to write back when he 
located. 

August 4, 1794, Isaac received a deed from Peter Shall and Rosanna, his wife for two tracts of 
land, containing respectively 202 and 94 acres, lying on the west side of North Mountain 
between the lands of John Hall and Joseph Roy. Deed Book No. 2, page 34, in the county 
clerk's office in Pendleton County. This was for the land where he and his brother had built the 
log cabin. 

Tradition tells of this Isaac having been at the surrender of Cornwallis and having seen the 
British cut the hamstrings of the horses and let them drop back into the river rather than to 
permit them to fall into the hands of the Americans. 

It is evident that Isaac was of German descent, his descendants having an old German Bible 
belonging in the family and members of his family could speak German.

However, no one has produced a marriage 
record as of this date, therefore it is suffice to say, if Isaac was born circa 1763, I don't think he 
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would have been getting married at the age of 14. 

Several sources claim son Samuel was born in 1785, therefore, according to how accurate 
these figures are, I would guess they were married circa 1783-1784. Of course this is 
predicated on Samuel being the first born.

If one is willing to accept that the Isaac Harman who can be found in Rockingham County, VA in 
the early to mid 1780's is indeed the Isaac Harman who shortly thereafter lived in Pendleton 
County and married Christina Henkle, then it follows that he was most probably the grandson of 
Jacob Harman Sr. (d. 1764). Jacob Sr. had four sons. Based on the ships passenger list of the 
brigantine "Richard and Elizabeth," from oldest to youngest they were Theobald/Teawalt/David, 
John, Peter, and Jacob. 

Then presumably one of them was the father of Isaac, but which one? It was probably not John 
or Peter. John died intestate prior to 20 Nov 1 760 when his wife was appointed his 
administratrix. When a man wrote his will, it was customary to leave something to the children 
of a deceased child. When Jacob Sr. wrote his will in 1761, he specifically mentioned Peter, the 
son of John. Jacob also mentioned the two children of a deceased daughter. Since Jacob Sr. 
made no mention of any other children of John, there probably weren't any. 

Jacob Sr.'s son Peter can also be dismissed as Isaac's father based on the research of others 
who say he is the Peter Harman who moved his family to Bedford Co., VA in 1766. (For now I 
will accept their research as correct.) In addition, his oldest children were baptized at Peaked 
Mountain Church. There is no Isaac listed. Peter is supposed to have had a son named "Isaac 
B." born in Bedford County around 1770. In the late 1780's Peter's family moved to Greene 
County, TN. 

Note: If all this information about Peter is correct, then the Peter Harman listed in the 
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Rockingham County tax lists in the 1780's was a different individual. Most likely that individual 
was Peter, the son of John. 

Could Jacob Jr. be the father of Isaac? The baptismal records of Peaked Mountain Church list 
five of his children born between 1755 and 1766. They include three sons: John Adam, Henry, 
and Jacob, but no Isaac. That alone doesn't completely exclude Jacob Jr. as a possibility of 
being Isaac's father. I lose track of Jacob Jr. after 1780. In March of 1780 a Jacob Harmon 
purchased from Jacob Gross and wife 145 acres "lying on a branch of Stony Run, a branch of 
Shenandoah". That sounds like the Peaked Mountain area. Yet he was not listed in the tax lists 
for that area in the 1780's. It could be he had moved to a different tax district in another part of 
Rockingham County, and I simply didn't look carefully enough through all the tax lists. That 
needs to be reinvestigated. I found reference to three Revolutionary War public service claims 
for a Jacob Harman, a Jacob Hammon, and a Jacob Herman in Rockingham County. Finding 
his will, if he wrote one, would be instrumental in identifying the names of all of his children. 
However, it is not listed in the surviving Rockingham County records. (Many records of wills and 
deeds were destroyed in a fire.) Alternatively, he may have moved out of the county. 

Could Teawalt/David be Isaac's father? All we know about the existence of David's children is 
this admonition given in Chalkley Chronicles's Vol 1 , p. 1 28: AUGUSTA COUNTY ORDER 
BOOK No. X. AUGUST 19, 1766. (p. 200) David Harmon summoned for not bringing up his 

children in a Christianlike manner. Assuming that this refers to the David Harman who later 
lived in Pendleton and Hardy Counties, then it indicates he had at least two children in 1766. 
There are no baptismal records for his children in the Peaked Mountain Church. Could not 
baptising his children be why he was admonished? 

Finally, we need to identify and connect the Peter, Isaac, and John Harman who appear in the 
Rockingham tax lists between 1783 and at least 1786. Recall that Peter appeared alone in 
1782, and that Isaac and John were in Capt. Daniel Smith's company of militia in 1777. In 
addition there was Peter Herman/Harman on the 1784 tax list with "5 white soles, one 
residence, and one barn". My guess is that Peter was the son of John. On 3 Sept 1786 a Peter 
Harmon and his wife Barbara sold 145 acres. The land was described as being corner to 
James Lokey and Peter Counce and adjoining a line of George Armentrout. 

Who was John? Could he be John Adam Hermann, born 4 Mar 1755 to Jacob Jr. and Anna 
Christina? Probably not. That individual mostly likely went by the middle name Adam, as was 
the custom among Germans. Since my notes stopped at 1786, I don't know what happened to 
this John in subsequent years. 

What about David's unnamed children in 1766? Could they have been Isaac and John? It's 
possible. Even if the David admonished in 1766 was a totally different individual, that reference 
does not refute the potential existence of children of David Harman.

David and Isaac Harman

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Jacob Harman Sr. lived near "Peaked Mountain" which is the prominent peak at the southern 
end of Massanutten Mountain. The Harmans were part of the Peaked Mountain Lutheran 
congregation. So they probably lived in the vicinity of McGaheysville, Rockingham County, VA. 

In his 18 Sept 1761 will Jacob Harman had sons named Peter, Jacob Jr., and Teawalt. In 
addition John had a son named Peter. The will was proved 16 May 1764. I will accept the 
indication that Teawalt Harman later became known as David Harman, the name transition 
occurring between 1763 and 1766. 

Prior to its formation in late 1777, Rockingham County had been a part of Augusta County. 
When Rockingham was created it included all but a southern part of present-day Pendleton 
County, which was not created until 1788. The crest of Shenandoah Mountain separates the 
waters of the Potomac in Pendleton from the waters of the Shenandoah in Rockingham. 

On 9 March 1765 Teawalt Harman and his wife Sarah sold the 50 acres which were inherited 
from his father and which were located between Peaked Mountain and the Shenandoah River. 

In the Augusta County Order BookX, 19 Aug 1766, a David Harman was summoned for not 
bringing up his children in a Christianlike manner. Unless this was a different individual, 
presumably at this time he was still living in the Peaked Mountain vicinity. 

David Harman is next found eleven years later in a list of tithables taken in Augusta County in 
1777. He was listed in Captain Skidmore and/or Captain Teter's companies. This places him 
on the west side of Shenandoah Mountain somewhere on the waters of the South Branch of the 
Potomac and its tributaries, including the North Fork. On 8 June 1778 he received something 
from the estate of Moses Thompson, who had lived in "Tyger's" Valley. On 16 Nov 1779, it was 
recorded that "Sarah Harmon" purchased items at the estate sale of Michael Mallow. 

Exactly when he moved from Peaked Mountain to the South Branch of the Potomac is unclear. 
He patented 1 25 acres on the North Fork of the South Branch on 1 0 April 1 781 , but the survey 
for this acreage had been made for him back on 1 4 Dec 1 771 . 

Meanwhile some Harmans remained east of Shenandoah Mountain. Unfortunately for 
researchers, after Rockingham County was created, most of the subsequent land transactions, 
wills, court minutes, etc. for that area were no longer summarized in Chalkley's Chronicles. A 
couple of years ago I did look at the personal property tax lists of Rockingham County and 
made a few notes. The lists were sometimes unclear, resulting in information gaps. In addition 
there were times when I just didn't write down everything I should have. 

Personal property tax lists for Rockingham County, VA. Isaac Henkle's area encompassed the 
North Fork and South Branch of Potomac in what would later be Pendleton County proper. 
Roughly speaking, William McDowell's area covered parts of southeastern Rockingham.

Note: David not longer appeared in the Rockingham tax lists. The Henckel Genealogical 
Bulletin, v. 9 no. 2, Spring 1978 on page 362 stated that in 1785 David appeared on the 
personal tax list in Hampshire Co., VA with one tithable. Hardy County was formed in 1786 from 
Hampshire. From 1786 through 1790 he appeared in the Hardy County tax lists with one 
tithable, except for 1788 when he had two tithables. That second tithable is not Isaac because 
Isaac is shown separately on the next line with one tithable. Remember that these tax lists were 
alphabetized-partially anyway--so the fact that their names were adjacent on the list does not 
guarantee that they were, say, next-door neighbors.

Note: This list was recorded three times. Twice it was called the list for Josiah Harrison's 
company and once for Capt. Davis' company. Otherwise the data was more or less the same.

So who were these Harmans? Since they appear to be in the tax district encompassing the 
southern end of Massanutten Mountain, they were very likely sons and/or grandsons of the 
Jacob Harman Sr. whose will was proved in Augusta County in 1764. Peter may have been 
Teawalt/David's younger brother. 
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Note that Isaac Harman is not listed in 1786. Regrettably here my notes on Rockingham County 
end. I cannot recall if I checked to see if Isaac remained unlisted in this tax district in 
subsequent years. If Isaac reappears here in 1787 or 1788, then he is a definitely different Isaac 
Harman. If on the other hand he remains missing from this tax list, then he may well be the 
Isaac Harman who in 1787 we find in Hardy County listed (alphabetically) next to David 
Harman. That is the Isaac Harman who married Christina Henkle. 

Harmans did remain in the area. In 1788 there were Adam Harmon and his son Jacob. This is 
probably the Jacob who in 1791 patented 200 acres on Stony Run, which flows through 
McGaheysville. There was also a George Harmon listed in a different but nearby (I think) tax 
district. The Peter who was there in 1786 also sold 145 acres in September 1786. He may have 
moved away. 

It does make sense that the Isaac and John Harman in these Rockingham tax lists are the two 
men listed by John H. Gwathmey in his book "Virginians in The Revolution" as being in Capt. 
Daniel Smith's company of Augusta County militia. There were actually a Daniel Smith Senior 
and a Daniel Smith Junior. Earlier Daniel Smith Sr. had been an Augusta County justice. 
According to J.T. McAllister's "Virginia Militia in the Revolutionary War," Daniel Smith was 
appointed captain of Augusta County militia in 1777. The Smiths' home was just south of 
Harrisonburg. So when Rockingham County was created from Augusta, they automatically 
became residents of the new county. At the second court for Rockingham County held on 25 
May 1778, Daniel Smith Sr. was commissioned a colonel, and his son Daniel Smith Jr. was 
appointed a captain of militia. 

The Smiths' home and the Harmans' home were sufficiently close so that Isaac and John could 
have conveniently enlisted in Smith's company. Tours of duty for Virginia militia were for three 
months, and it was not uncommon for men in the Shenandoah Valley to have served several 
tours during the course of the war. Nor was it uncommon for them to have served their tours 
under several different captains. So if that anecdote is true about Isaac Harman being present 
at the siege of Yorktown in 1781 when Cornwallis surrendered, then he may have been in 
Daniel Smith's company, or he may have been in another Rockingham County company. 

Having not ever read J.W. Harman's "Harman/Harmon Genealogy" I would like to ask someone 
who has to verify that J.W. was referring to the Isaac Harman of Pendleton County and not to 
some Isaac in an altogether different branch of Harmans. 

So how is Isaac related to these Harmans? Given only the above information, the most 
straightforward assumption would be that Isaac and John were sons of Peter, who 
(presumably) was David's brother. Alternatively, however, it could be argued that Isaac was the 
son of David and Sarah but chose to remain in the Peaked Mountain area when his parents 
went off to live on the South Branch in the 1770's. 

Then about 1786 Isaac joined him in that area. However, it does bother me that, according to 
the abstract of David's will, neither Isaac nor any of his siblings were even mentioned in his will. 
The only one named was David's step-son, the son of his second wife. Admittedly I have not 
read the actual document, but I have seen wills in which some or all of the children are not 
mentioned. That situation seems more likely to occur when the offspring live a long way off. But 
Isaac lived more-or-less in the same area. You might think that if Isaac were David's son that 
the father would at least have left him a nominal legacy, such as a dollar.

A Rose by any other name...Henkle 

When researching the Henkle family surname, pronounced "Heek-Kul" one has to be flexible 
to variations. Many of the Henkle ancestors pronounced their surname with such a southern 
German drawl, as to render the name unrecognizable, confusing the listener into believing it was 
a new name altogether. 

Some documents and records used Hinkle, Henkel, Henkle and all manner of pronunciations. 

One has to remember, back in the day, so many of our American ancestors were uneducated 
and they spelled and pronounced their name phonetically without regard to the actual official and 
legal family spelling. 

Some even became creative and added additional characters or eliminated characters in the 
surnames to suit their whims. So, when you are looking for family records, discard your years of 
education from your mind, and reduce your thinking to a fourth grader or less and think 
phonetically.

In any case be flexible... like flowing water and let the surname flow off the tongue as if you really 
didn't care how your surname was spelled and I think you will be able to decipher some of these 
twisted, convoluted and distorted surnames and in the process, discover new ancestor records 
you thought were lost.

However, no one has produced a marriage 
record as of this date, therefore it is suffice to say, if Isaac was born circa 1763, I don't think he 
would have been getting married at the age of 14. 

Several sources claim son Samuel was born in 1785, therefore, according to how accurate these 
figures are, I would guess they were married circa 1783-1784. Of course this is predicated on 
Samuel being the first born.

She was the great-great granddaughter of Rev. Anthony J. Henkle, son of George Henkle, who 
was a descendant of Dr. John Henkle, chaplain to Queen Marie of Hungary. He was a friend of 
Erasnus and was recommended by Luther to as a "man of great piety and learning". Rev. 

Anthony J. Henkle was a student at Geisen University in Germany and here graduated in 1692. 

He became a minister in 1717 but left Germany and settled in what is known as Falckner's 
Swamp (now New Hanover, Montgomery County, Pennsylvania) Rev. Henkle died from a fall 
from a horse in 1728. His son, Justus S. Henkle (SR.) came to America, settled in Virginia, and 
built Henkle Fort. His son, Justus S. Henkle (JR.) came to Pendelton Co. about 1760. His son 
was Jacob Henkle, father of Christina Henkle who married Isaac Harmon "the first". 

The much used name-Christina and it's masculine version-Christian-thus enters Harmon history. 
Chrisitna outlived her husband and died at the age of 83 near Macksville, Pendelton County, West 
Virginia.

Jonas Harman, son of Isaac and Christina [Henkle] Harman, was born in the Harman Hill, 
Pendleton County, VA, now WV, in 1788. He first married Barbara Harper in 1806 and resided for 
several years after his marriage in the Harman Hills where several of his children were born, and 
then moved to Brazil Creek, Washington County, MO, where he spent the rest of his life. He 
owned about 500 acres Ozark land. Moses Harman, his grandson, said of him: "Jonas Harman 
was a man of superior endowments, physical and mental. 

His mother was Christina Henkle [before marriage], a matriarch to her people, a 'woman doctor' 
and one who exerted a wonderful influence over not only her own children and near relatives, but 
over a wide circle of acquaintances.

Jonas, her eldest son, had a splendid physique-six feet tall; well formed; a fine head and 
majestic cast of features; a mind far above the average of men for the time and country in which 
he was born. He possessed a very fair education in both German and English; was a land 
surveyor, a school teacher and served several times as justice of the peace. In religion he was 
not devout, never joined a church and seemed inclined to agnostic views. He was regarded by 
his neighbors and acquaintances as a very upright man in all his dealings, industrious and frugal 
habits, inclined to mechanical pursuits, never accumulated more than a modest competence, 
and died a poor man in 1864, aged seventy- six. He was the father of fifteen children of whom 
Job, the father of Moses, was the oldest."

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Moses Harmon's birth date and birth location seems to be confusing a great deal of 
people. Many articles, biographies and publications have been written concerning him 
and they seem to repeat the same errors concerning his birth date and 
location. ..without someone doing serious research. 

His parents; Job & Nancy (HARMAN) Harmon were married on 22 January 1828 in 
Pendleton County, Virginia. Internet date and location has not been verified as yet. 
Pendleton County, Virginia was created on 4 December 1787 from parts of Augusta, 
Hardy, and Rockingham Counties of Virginia and named for Edmund Pendleton, a 
distinguished statesman and jurist of Virginia. Pendleton County boarders the 
southern region of the Virginia-West Virginia state line. 

The state of West Virginia was admitted to the Union on 20 June 1863 with a total of 
fifty counties. This new state was formed due to the protest of it's citizens against 
Virginia's acceptance as a confederate state. The Allegheny Mountain range 
seperated the two regions and the citizen's of West Virgina wanted their own form of 
government. 

Randolph County, Virginia was created October 1786 and borders Pendleton County. 
When West Virginia was created in 1863, Randolph County also became part of West 
Virginia. 

After Job and Nancy's marriage in proposed Pendleton County, they had a daughter; 
Penniah I. (HARMON) born 17 July 1829, born in either Pendleton or Randolph 
County, Virginia. This confusion has been generated because we do not know when 
the Job Harmon family moved from Pendleton to Randolph county. Checking the deed 
records of Pendleton County may shed some light as to when Job sold any land, if he 
owned any, and left the region. 

The 1830 Federal Census commenced on 1 June 1830 and was to be recorded for 6 
months with extensions up 12 months.

Harman not only advocated changes in the marriage laws and the relationship of 
man and woman but in one instance he actually tested his theory on marriage. On 
September 20, 1886, Moses Harman presided over a ceremony that united his 16- 
year-old daughter, Lillian, with E. C. Walker, coeditor of Lucifer, in what was 
described as being an "autonomistic sex-relation or union." [81] With no clergyman or 
justice of the peace present, Harman opened the ceremony by reading a lengthy 
statement of principles in reference to marriage. This was followed by a short 
statement by Walker in which he repudiated the marriage doctrine and instead gave 
recognition to the woman's right to control of her own person. Lillian Harman 
responded with the following statement: 

... I enter into this union with Mr. Walker of my own free will and choice, and I agree 
with the views of my father and Mr. Walker as just expressed. I make no promises 
that may become impossible or immoral for me to fulfill, but retain the right to act 
always, as my conscience and best judgment shall dictate. I retain, also, my full 
maiden name, as I am sure it is my duty to do so. [82] 

The ceremony concluded with Moses Harman giving consent to the union. 

Following the ceremony in Valley Falls, a complaint was filed with the Jefferson county 
justice of the peace, Richard D. Simpson, stating that Lillian Harman and E. C. Walker 
were living together as man and wife without being married. The complaint was 
rendered by W. F. Hiser, Harman's stepson. [83] A warrant was then issued for the 
arrest of Lillian Harman and Walker. [84] They were brought before the judge at 
Oskaloosa, who set a combined bail of $1 ,000 and announced a trial date. The couple 
remained in jail in Oskaloosa until the trial since bond was not posted. [85] 

When the trial open in October, the defense attorneys, David Overmyer and George 
Clemens, petitioned for a change of venue because of prejudices reportedly 
expressed by the people and newspaper editors in Jefferson county. [86] The defense 
attorneys cited newspaper reaction to the Harman family and the upcoming trial as 
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examples. In one case, the editors of the Oskaloosa Independent had commented: 
"We honestly believe it to be the duty of the citizens of Valley Falls to get rid of the free 
love and anarchist organ there as soon as possible for the reputation of the town and 
county." [87] Earlier the same newspaper reported that "a crank-brained chap named 
Harman runs the paper [Lucifer], assisted of late by one Walker," who made an 
agreement to live with Lillian Harman without an official marriage. "The common and 
emphatic expression is that the decent people up there ought to dump the outfit into 
the Delaware, and drive the gang who ran it out of town." [88] The defense attorneys 
also cited an article appearing in the Osawakie Times in which the author ridiculed 
Harman by saying: "Now arrest the king bee of the tribe and close the rotten concern 
and Valley Falls will smell more like roses than she has for many a day." [89] Despite 
the evidence, the request for change of venue was denied by Judge Crazier. [90] 

The trial, held in the Jefferson county criminal court in Oskaloosa, pivoted on the 
question of whether there was an actual marriage. [91] The case was delivered to the 
jury on October 20, 1886, with a verdict of guilty being returned the same day. Walker 
was sentenced to 75 days in jail while Lillian Harman was given a shorter term of 45 
days. [92] 

Following the trial, Lucifer 1 s columns were filled with nationwide reaction to the 
episode. A special defense fund, originated by Moses Harman, was established to aid 
the convicted parties. [93] Lucifer 1 s editor continued to defend the union between 
his daughter and E. C. Walker on the grounds that the state and church were not to 
override and control the better judgment of individuals. [94] Meanwhile, Lillian Harman 
and E. C. Walker remained in jail beyond their stated terms of sentence because they 
refused to pay the court costs imposed. [95] 

The defendants appealed their case to the Kansas supreme court where, on March 4, 
1887, the verdict of the county criminal court was affirmed. [96] In issuing the principal 
opinion of the supreme court, Justice Johnston indicated that the legislature had the 
power to prescribe reasonable regulations relating to marriage and that punishment 
would be inflicted upon those who entered the marriage relation in disregard of the 
prescribed statutory requirements. He concluded by warning the defendants that they 
must marry to avoid further punishment, but he did concede that Lillian Harman would 
be able to retain her maiden name. [97] In response to the supreme court's decision, 
Moses Harman stated that technically they had lost; but they had also won a great 
moral victory. He pointed to Justice Johnston's concessions to Lillian Harman as 
being the greatest concessions of that type ever given by the highest judiciary of any 
state. [98] 

The episode closed with the release of Lillian Harman and E. C. Walker from the 
Oskaloosa jail on April 4, 1 887. Moses Harman paid court costs of $1 1 3.80 for the 
release of what he termed "two peaceable, unoffending citizens accused of the crime 
of - minding their own business." [99]

MOSES HARMAN 

by John Steele McCormick © 1970 

The mosl intellectual resident of old Forest Hill vicinity was the controversal, but 
destined to become internationally known, Moses Harman. He was of the old Virginia 
Harman family-doubly so, in fact, as both his parents were Harmans. His father was 
Job Harman, son of Jonas and Barbara ( HARPER) Harman and his mother was 
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Nancy (HARMAN), daughter of George and Jane ( REDMOND) Harman. 

Moses' family had early left the Old Dominion proper and had settled in Pendelton 
County (later to become West Virginia). Here Moses was born October 12, 1830. 

When he was five the family removed to Ohio where they settled near Springfield 
which was then but a small village. The next year they removed to Mercer County, in 
northwestern Ohio and purchased a farm near the St. Mary's River. As was often the 
case with pioneers living in a newly cleared community, malaria was prevalent and it 
struck the Harman family so badly that, within a few years they were renewing their 
westerly trek, this time to Crawford County where others of the Harman family had 
settled. 

Their party of fifteen consisted of Job and Nancy Harman and their five children, a 
bachelor brother, Simeon Harman, and Job's cousin, Solomon Wood, and his wife 
and five children. 

Among the many papers left us by Moses Harman are several short reminiscences of 
his early life. He speaks of this trip as follows: "My parents had never known what it 
was to want for water-pure spring water-and hearing that in the hills of southern 
Missouri there were springs of the finest clear clear water in the 
world, and that choice locations of fertile lands could still be had for the taking, they 
decided to locate there. In the fall of 1 838 this journey of some six hundred miles by a 
somewhat zig-zag route was made in wagons drawn by horses and covered with 
heavy cotton cloth to keep out the rain. At night we camped in the 
woods beside a roaring log fire. The weather was generally fine and thl roads were 
good. We took plenty of time, spending nearly two months on the road. Altogether 1 
think this was the most enjoyable, as well as the most memorable, of all my journeys 
that I ever made." 

It is believed by his descendants that the family first settled near Leasburg, but later 
Job Harman worked "a mineral claim" which must have been nearer to Potosi. "Partly 
because of an injudicious investment in land and partly by becoming surety for others, 
the little accumulation saved from many years of patient and unremitting labor were 
swept away and my parents found themselves in the spring of 1840 settled on a 
squatter's claim in the woods, one mile from their nearest neighbor, without a team, 
and almost without the means of subsistence." They made baskets from white oak 
splints.. These they traded for corn. Of these 

privations, Moses merely says: "Missouri of those days saw much poverty, but there 
was never destitution." 

Until he was twelve, Moses had had less than a year in school but from both parents 
he had inherited an ability to learn quickly. He wrote: "Before reaching my tenth year I 
was an omnivorous reader; I read everything readable that I could get hold of in that 
back-woods settlement." Thus, when about sixteen, he was given the chance to teach 
school. This he did for two summers, though it is not known just where. In spite of the 
financial problems involved, Moses, encouraged by his parents, enrolled in the'spring 
of 1849 in Arcadia Methodist Seminary in Iron County. 

In 1 851 , in his twenty-first year, he graduated with the degree of Bachelor of Arts. This 
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school had been founded in 1848 by Rev. Jerome Berryman, pioneer Methodist 
minister of eastern Missouri. Its influence spread all over the state as well as into 
Arkansas and Illinois. Many founders of Missouri institutions were influenced by this 
then-important college. Rev. Berryman had served as superintendent of Indian 
Schools for the "Twelve Tribes" in what is now Fort Levenworth, Kansas. His son, 
Jerome Beryman, Jr. (founder of Berryman, Mo.) is thought to have been one of the 
first white children born in Kansas and his daughter, Emily, who married Giles Russell 
(uncle to Claud C. Russell, later of Forest Hill) was one of the first white girls born 
there-according to family tradition. [The distinction of being the first-according to the 
1850 census -was Lucia Pixley, born at Mission Neosho in 1826 or 1827 where her 
parents were missionaries.] Old Rev. Berryman was the last survivor of the famous 
Baltimore Methodist Conference when the Methodist Church of America separated 
itself from the English Church. He died at Farmington, Mo., aged 96 and was buried at 
Caledonia (Iron Co.) Cemetery. 

Intermittently Moses had served an apprenticeship as an itinerant Methodist preacher 
and had been accepted, because of his superior abilities, as a tutor in the college. 
These extra duties, in addition to his tireless hours of study, strained his eyes so badly 
that he never fully recovered normal sight. 

Moses Harman had joined the Methodist church when sixteen and he was licensed to 
preach before he was twenty. Records say he rode the circuit, but do not state where. 
Very soon, however, Moses' humanitarian instincts, his clear reasoning, and his 
intense love of justice found him at variance with the beliefs of his contemporaries. He 
could not, for example, envision a God of revenge who condemned his creatures to 
hell's fire. Torment, fear, or suffering at the hands of a loving God were repugnant to 
his beliefs and he early became an agnostic. Actually he evolved into a rather liberal 
Unitarian, though he never again joined an organized church. At no time did he doubt 
the existence of Love and he hoped for and believed in a conscious existence after 
death, but at his request there was no funeral service for him. The Job Harman family 
were all originally Methodist, but Job, himself was a liberal. In later years the mother; 
Susan (SCHEUCK) Harmon joined the Seven-Day Adventists, as did the younger 
brother, Joseph, who later became one of the founders of the important Adventist 
colony of Loma Linda, California. 

Some time during the fifties, Job Harman suffered a grave accident while cutting 
timber. He nearly severed his foot and his life was, for a time, despaired of. He did not 
recover from the effects of this wound for many years. While recovering, Moses also 
suffered a leg injury when a tree fell. 1 1 was so serious that he was made a life-long 
cripple. This prevented Moses from serving in the Union army, though all his brothers 
were Union soldiers and the family was intensely anti-slavery and Republican. Moses 
Harman claimed that when he was elected justice of the peace that he was the first 
elected Republican to any Crawford County office. 

The Job Harman family were in Forest Hill vicinity during Prices' raid in 1864 though 
the exact location of their home is now forgotten. As an old man, Moses still recalled 
the horror of these harrowing days. Referring to Gen. Ewing's retreat from Pilot Knob 
to Leasburg, he says: "Traveling all night-a very dark one-and missing their way, these 
foot soldiers were followed by cavalry of Gen. Shelby continually harrassing on flank 
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and rear. Late in the afternoon, they passed within one mile of where I lived, making 
the hills resound with the occasional rapid firing of a six-pounder battery carried by the 
fleeing army. The condition of the poor soldiers by this time was pitiable. Indeed, 
having been under arms for at least sixty hours and having marched some sixty miles 
without halting, many dropped out whenever they saw a chance to do so and hid in the 
woods or sought protection in the farm houses. One of these came to our house and 
asked to be hidden. He said his capture meant death, this, we knew was true. 

The stragglers, picked up by the pursuing army were made to keep up on foot with 
their captors on horses, and if they could not do this they were shot. An instance of 
this really occurred some two miles from where I lived and the body of the exhausted 
soldier was left where it fell in the road. Next day two of the mounted pursuers 
searched the house in which my mother and father lived, taking what they pleased, 
including a young and valuable mare that had just been bridled for the purpose of 
taking her to some hiding place to prevent her capture. My brother, owner of the mare, 
was in the Union army; my father was hiding in the 

bushes for it would not have been safe for him to be found at home when the raiders 
passed through, for it was known that he had influences on the Union side. It was the 
habit of these raiders to take prisoners ail men capable of bearing arms and if they 
were known to be active partisians, as unionists, they were very liable to be killed. The 
father (Amos Scheuck) of the woman (Susan) who afterwards became my wife, an 
invalid and a man eighty years old was taken out and shot in cold blood by these 
raiders within a few rods of his home and in hearing of his family for no other reason 
than because of his pronounced Union sympathies." 

"Being very lame and sick at the time, I was let go. 'But', said one or the raiders, 'I 
have a great mind to take you along anyway.' 'Well,' I said, 'If you think I can do you 
any good, take me along.' 'We don't expect you to do us any good,' he answered with 
a broad grin. The use he would have put me to was to have left me a lifeless body in 
the road when he found I could not walk or run fast enough to keep up with him. Such 
is war in a so-called civilized land. In fairness, I must say that many of the soldiers on 
the Union side were not less inhuman." 

About 1866 Moses Harman married Susan Scheuck (also spelled Shook) daughter of 
Moses Amos and Susan (FERGUSON) Scheuck of Indian Creek. She was born 
October 27, 1839. The "contract" made before their marriage is still in the possession 
of his grandson. It reads: "We voluntarily and solemnly agree to governed in our 
conduct toward each other by the law of Love. Accordingly we agree to avoid 
controversaries as much as possible and when one unavoidably arises, each agrees 
to state his or her reasons in as few words as possible, clearly, and kindly; and if 
neither is convinced, and a decision be necessary, then the most loving will yield the 
point in issue." 

Moses and Susan settled on the present Tom Downes place. Here Susan died June 
10, 1877 of childbirth. She and the infant and, possibly another daughter are buried on 
the old home place. Here also were born the two surviving, children, Lillian and 
George, who removed with Moses when he left Forest Hill. They attended the Forest 
Hill School. 
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Moses Harman, having broken with the idea of the ministry, turned again to teaching. 
He taught the first term of the Leasburg School in 1 863. His record of teaching in 
adjoining districts is lost but his grandson (George Harman O'Brien of Whittier, Calif) 
has his teacher's certificate dated October 4, 1869 signed by William Adams, County 
Superintendent of Crawford County. No doubt he did as many capable teachers of his 
time, and ran a private or subscription school when and where it paid enough. He 
taught the 1 878 term of Forest Hill School. 

When your author first presented these Forest Hill series, he quoted his source as 
saying that Moses Harman was "a cripple and an infidel." Looking back onto those 
times, this is not a surprising statement, for he was indeed an extreme liberal. Later 
Luther Burbank and Thomas A. Edison supported similar views, but in the Forest Hill 
of the seventies, Moses Harman received little but ire and criticisms from the 
community at large. One can only imagine the horror with which the Cross Roads 
Baptists looked upon him! He repudiated organized religion as a "blight to free 
tllinking". He challenged doctrine as "man-made slavery"; in short, he was an example 
of the all too few independent thinkers whose beliefs are always a century ahead of 
current views. Knowing his attitudes and later actions, one can fairly visualize the 
violent opposition and arguments that must have gone on when the orthodox and 
Moses met! 

This, no doubt, accounts for his leaving the community in June, 1879 and going to 
Valley Falls, Kansas where he soon was editing The Kansas Liberal. Soon he 
removed to Chicago where he published his Lucifer, the Light Bearer, which later 
became the American Journal of Eugenics. This, later, had offices in various cities 
including Los Angeles and San Francisco. His publication kept him poor, but he was a 
pioneer and a prophet for liberty and. freedom and his crusading soon involved him in 
the movement for women's rights, birth control and planned marriages. His philosophy 
was, in part, that scientific information regarding prenatal influences and sex 
education should be freely dissimulated to all in order "to practice the greatest of all 
human rights-the right to be born well, if at all." His views coincide with modern 
acceptance of birth control. Moses Harman had always been a champion of the 
oppressed and he looked upon women's position of his day as one of oppression by 
the superior male. As a young man he had sided with the abolitionists. Later he took 
up the rights of labor. He criticized any organization bound by dogmatic limitations. He 
had, in his magazine, criticized the United States' fostering the corrupt Mexican 
dictator, Porfirio Diaz, and he had openly bear-baited 

Teddy Roosevelt for his friendliness to the Czar of Russia, for both represented what 
Moses Harman hated most-the oppression of human souls and bodies. His 
conception of and defense of freedom might well be compared to that of Thomas 
Paine's or William Lloyd Garrison's. In an article entitled "A Free Man's Creed", Moses 
Harman wrote: "Free thought, to my mind, includes and necessitates free action-free, 
non-evasive action. The thought that has not the courage of its convictions-that fears 
to practicalize and live what it believes to be right:-is not Free Thought. It Is thought 
under bondage and fear. Yes, I believe in Freedom-equal Freedom. I want no freedom 
for myself that all others may not equally enjoy. Freedom that is not equal is not 
freedom. It is, or may easily become invasion, and invasion is the denial or tile death 
of freedom. The Spencerian formula of 'each has the right to do as he pleases so long 
as he does not invade the equal right of others' tells what freedom means. It is 
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equivalent to saying that liberty, wedded to responsibility for one's acts, is true and the 
only basis of good conduct, or of morality." 

As a champion of woman's rights, he became the leader of the radicals of the 
suffrage movement and of the early socialists who were advocating other radical 
doctrines such as social secunty and old age pensions, insurance and workers' 
benefits. As the government oppressed him and punished him, Moses Harman, in 
later life, refused to take part in government as he had previously refused to participate 
in organized churches. He became almost an anarchist, although he endorsed the 
principles of socialism. His objection to this was that the wrongs it combated could not 
be righted by legislation. 

Of his varied programs for reform, it was his eugenics movement that eventually 
made him famous. In this he was a pioneer and his views were among the first to 
attract serious minded sociologists of both America and England. Much that he 
advocated has now come about through more liberal divorce laws and sex education, 
but in his day he was considered by the established order of taboos as being immoral 
and obscene. He advocated that it was just as important to conserve human 
resources as natural ones. He said it was just as important to breed properly for good 
humans as it was to breed for good stock or plants. He called the marital 
status of his day "sex slavery." He advocated what would be equivalent to trial 
marriage and he felt that a legal marriage could be broken at will by either party. He 
declared there was no such a thing as an illegitimate child. He also believed that no 
woman should give birth to an unwanted child since love was the greatest essential to 
happy birth and childhood. Around him rallied a group of Free-thinkers who extended 
from coast to coast. Their articles appeared in Moses Harman's Journal. Finally, 
their enemies, working throught the churches ahd political organizations, in 1895, 
brought him to a trial which would shock even the extreme 
conservative of today. Moses Harman was convicted of sending obscene literature 
through the mails and he was sent to Joliet Prison. He was then seventy-four, but he 
was put at hard labor on the rock pile. Here he was put to many indignities and had to 
submit to practices which were repulsive to him. For instance, he did not believe in 
vaccination, so he was vaccinated by force. His head and beard were shaved, which, 
to his way of thinking, was worse than the prison fare that almost killed him. 
Throughout his prison term, he kept a diary on scraps of paper and with pencil stubs 
that he managed to obtain. His memoirs are noteworthily free from resentment or 
recrimination. He was resigned, if necessary, to die for his beliefs on liberty. It seems 
to have been the hopes of his enemies that he should die in Joliet, but his son 
managed to get him transferred to Ft. Leavenworth for the remainder of his first term. 
As is natural, his imprisonment only strengthened his determination to fight for his 
cause. Upon release he was soon sentenced for another year for his writings, which 
were declared to be "offensive." All this only increased his attacks on the Post Office 
Department to liberate what, to him, was "Free Press." He served four prison terms 
in all, but by the time he suffered his last one, he had powerful followers including 
Champ Clark, Speaker of the House, and Eugene Debbs, later socialist candidate for 
the presidency. While he was serving his time, his American Journal of Eugenics 
continued to be published through help from loyal friends and the management of his 
daughter, Lillian. 
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Moses Harman continued his chosen work until within a day of his death. Even after 
entering the period of failing health, due to his imprisonment, he continued by sheer 
force of will. His memory and active mind never failed. He was working on his 191 1 
January edition of his Journal when death overtook him in San Francisco. From all 
over the world poured tributes and memorials to his life and work. Several letters are 
invaluable for the social history of the United States. George Bernard Shaw wrote as 
follows: 

"Dear Lillian Harman: 

It seems nothing short of a miracle that your father should have succeeded in living 
for seventy-nine years in a country so extremely dangerous for men who have 
enlightened opinions and the courage of them as the United States of America. It is 
certainly no fault of the Americans that he did not die before; that last imprisonment of 
his was really an outrage to political decency. 

I am glad to gather from your letter that he escaped the illness and pain that often 
troubles a good man's end; and I hope that now that he is dead, and can no longer 
shock Mr. Comstock and thle rest of the American idols, some little sense of shame 
at the way he was treated may find expression in America. "

Eugene Debbs called Moses Harman an "Apostle of Freedom" and, among other 
tributes, stated that "Moses Harman sought with all his soul to spread the light in dark 
places, to educate the benighted that they might understand that they themselves are 
the authors of their sufferings and sorrow and for this, for seeking the happiness of 
humanity, he sat for years in a prison cell and endured all the tortures that are inflicted 
upon all the sweet and tender souls who spend themselves in the great struggle to 
humanize our race and civilize mankind . . ." 



An editorial in the Boston Globe ended its tribute thus: "But even before he died, 
the vindication of Moses Harman was apparent in the writings and speeches of men 
and women of education and refinement who have expressed their beliefs in scientific 
eugenics. That the propagation of the human race should be conducted without 
regard to the physical fitness of the race becomes more and more absurd every day. 
That a man should be sent to prison four times for printing in a little monthly magazine 
his opinions on the subject does not seem right. We hope the laws are not so unjust 
as they appear to be." 

Speaking of his friend, Dr. Edgar Lucien Larkin, author of note on astronomy and who, 
at the time of Moses Harman's death was director of Lowe Observatory, said, in part: 

". . . for the memory of the great and good Harman will live and grow even brighter 
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after the court house in which he was tried and the prison in which he 
languished shall have crumbled to dust and been blown away by the winds. The 
women of the world freed from the rusty shackles of the ages will in the fullness of 
time rear a monument of marble to the perpetual honor of their liberator." 

Theodore Schroeder in a lengthy tribute stated: ". . . No utterance for which Mr. 
Harman was punished ever injured anybody, either materially or otherwise. Hence his 
constitutional guarantees in that respect was denied him. Now Mr. Harman was a 
dreamer of dreams and a prophet of the future; he instinctively felt that he must have 
the right to say the things and published the things he wished. . . " Under today's 
liberal interpretations, it is unthinkable that Moses Harman could be convicted of 
anything! 

Surviving children of Moses and Susan ( Scheuck) Harman: 

1. George S. Harman, b. Leasburg,Nov.14, 1876; d. about 1934; married in Kansas, 
Nellie Milliken. He continued to live in his father's town of Valley Falls and here, in 

1 889, he established the Valley Falls 

Republican, a weekly newspaper, which, in 1890, was chosen as the county organ 
of the Populist Party. The paper's name was then changed to Farmers' Vindicator. 

For a third of a century this publication was recognized as one of the outstanding local 
papers of the state. 

2. Lillian Harman, b. at Leasburg, Dec. 23, 1869; d. about 1931; married (I) Edwin C. 
Walker; (2) George Robert O'Brien (no relation to the Leasburg family). 

During the troubled life of her father, Lillian assisted in the publication of his magazine 
and she became an author of some reputation in her own right. Some of her articles 
appeared in Mother Earth. She compiled, shortly after her father's death, a 
supplement to his American Journal of Eugenics entitled "Moses Harman 
Memorial". This included testimonials of esteem and evaluation of his work from 
radical leaders from all over the English speaking world. 

She had one child by her first marriage: Verna Winifred Walker who married Arthur 0. 
Johnston of LaCrescenta, Calif. They are parents of one child: Robert Harman 
Johnston. 

By her second husband, Lillian Harman had one son: George Robert O'Brien, b. 1905. 
He married, in 1931, Marian Barnett Smith, b. 1905, daughter of Barnett and Mary 
(McBride) Smith, then of Whittier, California, but formally of Leasburg. At the time 
of the wedding it was not known that the two families had been old neighbors; later the 
name "Leasburg" written in a book, revealed this interesting fact. The George O'Brien 
family live in Whittier. There are two daughters: Mary Harman O'Brien and Frances 
Barnett O'Brien, [end]

Moses Harman.. .A Kansas Portrait

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Of the 19th century reform movements occupying a place in Kansas history such as 
prohibition, populism and women's suffrage, none were more startling than those 
advocated by free-thought journalist, Moses Harman. Harman not only denounced all 
forms of government and religion, but also added a new dimension in reform by 
advocating that women be freed from sexual slavery by abolishing the institution of 
marriage. Although a complex person, Harman contended his creed was short. He 
believed in freedom, love and wisdom, and knowledge utilized. He further maintained 
that marriage destroys freedom and compels slavery, kills love, and incarnates hate, 
and is the inveterate foe of wisdom. 

Born in Pendleton County, West Virginia, in 1830, Moses Harman spent most of his 
pre-Kansas days in Missouri. A schoolteacher by profession and a widower with three 
children, he moved in 1879 to Jefferson County, Kansas. Shortly thereafter, he 
remarried and began to discuss religion from an agnostic point of view. Late in 1881 
Harman became co-editor of the four-page, monthly Valley Falls Liberal, the official 
organ of the Valley Falls Liberal League. The purpose of this publication was to 
provoke controversy and solicit comments from the readership. Harman eventually 
became sole editor and on August 24, 1883, changed the name to Lucifer, the Light 
Bearer. His strange philosophy went so far as to devise its own system of dating, 
not from the birth of Christ, but the execution of Giodano Bruno, a noted astronomer in 
1601. 

Harman constantly disclaimed responsibility for the opinions of his contributors, but 
openly acknowledged that he supported most of them. In 1890, he moved Lucifer 
to Topeka, where he continued to expound the theme of women's emancipation from 
sexual slavery. Financial problems beset his Kansas operation and, in 1896, moved to 
Chicago. Ten years later, Harman changed the name of the publication to The 
American Journal of Eugenics. Believing a more liberal attitude prevailed in Los 
Angeles, he again moved in 1908 and continued publishing until his death on January 
30,1910. 

Lawsuits, charges of immorality, and ridicule constantly were showered on Harman 
until his demise. Harman was constantly at odds with the U. S. postal service over 
mailing what was considered obscene material. On April 30, 1890, the U. S. District 
Court sentenced Harman to a term of five years in the Kansas State Penitentiary. 
However, by order of the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals he was released within a few 
months. In 1892 and in 1895, Harman was re-sentenced to the Lansing facility, only 
again to be released by order of the appellate court. For his continued obstinateness 
in defying postal regulations concerning mailing of obscene material Harman served 
time in Chicago's Cook County jail, the Illinois state prison in Joilet, and the federal 
penitentiary at Leavenworth. 

Shortly after Harman's death, noted English philosopher George Bernard Shaw wrote 
Moses' daughter, Lillian: "it seems nothing short of a miracle that your father should 
have succeeded in living for seventy-nine years in a country so extremely dangerous 
for men who have both enlightened opinions and courage of them as the United

Moses Harman: The Paradigm of A Male Feminist

Moses Harman (1 830-1 91 0) is the sort of social visionary whom historians often 
overlook, even though his influence during his own lifetime was immense. (He also 
tends to be overlooked by feminist historians, perhaps because he is male.) 

Neither a New England intellectual nor a West coast radical, Harman lived most of his 
life in the Midwest, sharing many of the values that are associated with that region: he 
was a soft-spoken, hard-working, and devoted family man with an unswerving sense 
of right and wrong. He was also one of the most stubborn and persistent 19th century 
Americans involved in the fight to advance the rights of women. Most of his writing 
remains buried in the pages of the now obscure periodical he edited for twenty-four 
years: Lucifer, the Light Bearer . His main impact derives from his decades-long 
fight for freedom of speech, especially concerning birth control and the open 
discussion of other sexual issues. His persistence resulted in a series of 
imprisonments and culminated in his imprisonment in Joliet, Illinois, breaking rocks at 
hard labor, at the age of seventy-five. 

The British playwright George Bernard Shaw referred to Harman's last imprisonment 
in a letter to the New York Times of September 26, 1905, in which he explained 
why he would not be visiting the United States. Shaw declared, "The reason I do not 
go to America is that I am afraid of being. ..imprisoned like Mr. Moses Harman.... If the 
brigands can, without any remonstrance from public opinion, seize a man of Mr. 
Harman's advanced age, and imprison him for a year under conditions which amount 
to an indirect attempt to kill him, simply because he shares the opinion expressed in 
my Man and Superman that 'marriage is the most licentious of human institutions,' 
what chance should I have of escaping?" 

Harman and Shaw had an intellectual bond. They shared the same opinion of 19th 
century traditional marriage: namely, they believed such marriages were defined by 
laws and customs that enslaved women, who were stripped thereby of the right to 
their own wages, custody of their children, and the legal ability to defend themselves 
against sexual attack by their husbands. As an alternative, they favored 'free love' 
unions in which there was no state interference into the voluntary sexual contracts of 
couples. 

As a personal matter, Harman believed in monogamy. He conducted his life 
accordingly and without scandal. But as a point of social theory, he demanded that all 
voluntary sexual arrangements be legally tolerated and that women be treated as full 
equal partners. His insistence upon speaking out for 'true' marriage and the rights of 
women led to his many years of legal persecution under the Comstock Act (1 873), 
which forbade circulating obscene information - such as birth control advice - 
through the mails. 

With the streak of hard stubbornness that often arises in the American personality, 
Harman simply would not be silenced. As he phrased it, "I believe in Freedom - equal 
freedom. I want no freedom for myself that all others may not equally enjoy... The 
Spencerian formula: "each has the right to do as he pleases, so long as he does not 
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invade the equal right of others," tells what freedom means. It is equivalent to saying 
that liberty, wedded to responsibility for one's acts, is the true and only basis of good 
character, or of morality." This conviction lay at the heart of his lifelong battle to secure 
what he called the right of private judgment in moral matters. 

Born in western Virginia to a poor family, Moses Harman grew up in Southern 
Missouri. Although he had only a few months of formal schooling, the young Moses 
became an avid reader, especially after an accident left him crippled with an enduring 
lameness. At sixteen he began teaching school and, then, went on to attend Arcadia 
College, Missouri. Harman soon became galvanized by the ideal of abolitionism - the 
pre-Civil War movement that demanded an immediate cessation to slavery on the 
grounds that every human being had a right to his (or her) own body. When the Civil 
War erupted, Harman was unable to enlist in the Union army due to his lameness. But 
he remained such an outspoken abolitionist that the proslavery county of Crawford, 
Missouri held a vote and determined to 'run him out' because of his unpopular 
sentiments. 

When Harman married Susan Scheuck, the daughter of a Union sympathizer who 
had been executed by a roving band of Confederates, their marriage was a harbinger 
of his later commitments. Although the ceremony was conducted according to law, 
the young couple also entered into a personal contract that based their voluntary union 
on love, and not upon duty. Their two children, George and Lillian, were both born in 
Missouri. A third child died along with Susan during the birth process in 1877. One can 
only speculate on how deeply the death of his much-loved wife in childbirth influenced 
Harman's later insistence on the availability of birth control information to women. 

In 1879, Harman took his young children to live in Valley Falls, Kansas, where his 
cousin Noah was a well-to-do farmer. Harman described his new home, "Valley Falls, 
a pretty little city, midway between Topeka and Atchison on the Santa Fe Railroad. It 
had then two weekly newspapers, five or six churches, several flourishing 
manufacturing establishments, good schools, as schools go, and was and is a very 
good sample of cities of second or third class in the young Commonwealth of 
Kansas, a name ever memorable for the bloody dramas enacted on its soil during the 
five or six years immediately preceding the great American Civil war of 1 861 ." Moses 
took a job teaching at the district school, and soon became known for speaking his 
mind in a dignified but blunt manner. One exchange in particular would determine 
much of his future course. 

Harman became involved in the Valley Falls Liberal League, a local branch of the 
National Liberal League, which sought to separate church and state, religion from 
politics. This was an issue around which many figures in the American Individualist 
tradition gathered after the Civil War. In the words of Harman, the local "club was the 
successor of an older club. ..which meetings were conducted on the plan of equal 
rights for all, regardless of race, color, party or creed." The League soon became 
involved in an exchange conducted with clergymen in the local Republican paper on 
"issues dividing the current and popular theologies from the deductions of modern 
science". Although respectful of true (voluntary) Christianity - as he was respectful of 
true marriage - Harman argued the scientific point of view under the pseudonym 
"Rustic." 
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When the newspaper proved unwilling to continue the voluminous debate, the Liberal 
League issued its own periodical, the Valley Falls Liberal in August 1 880, with 
Harman serving as one of the unofficial editors. The new periodical became the 
foremost voice of liberalism in the 1 9th century sense within Kansas. In 1 881 , it was 
rechristened the Kansas Liberal . 

The Kansas Liberal eventually became the unfortunately named Lucifer, the 
Light Bearer (1 883-1 907) for which Harman would become notorious nationwide. 

The name was unfortunate because it raised suspicions within many religious-minded 
people. Indeed, since periodicals as controversial as Lucifer published without 
encountering the legal problems that plagued Harman, it is probable that some of his 
persecution was sparked by the provocative name. To voices of caution, Harman 
explained why he chose the title, "Lucifer, the ancient name of the Morning Star, now 
called Venus, seems to us unsurpassed as a cognomen for a journal whose mission 
is to bring light to the dwellers in darkness..." 

Perhaps his stubbornness came from receiving such as the following from a nurse 
who commented on his pamphlet "Motherhood in Freedom," "Most of my patients are 
women in confinement, and could I tell you all the pitiful stories I hear, of enforced 
motherhood, you would perhaps be startled more than you ever have been, -familiar 
as you are with the subject. My heart has ached for these helpless mothers and for 
the little unwelcome babes when I have taken them into my arms. So many of my 
patients have asked for knowledge in regard to prevention that I have decided, if I can 
obtain the desired information, that I will do what I can to prevent unwelcome babies 
and save worn-out women from this awful burden." 

If the gentle and cultured Harman had been the only one to choose the words printed 
in Lucifer, he might have escaped persecution for obscenity. For better or 
worse, however, Harman pursued a policy of not censoring the word choices of 
contributors. Harman believed that absolute freedom of speech cleansed society in a 
therapeutic manner: it allowed individuals to feel honestly drawn or repelled by certain 
ideas, and to understand their reactions rather than to suppress them. 

In June 1886, Lucifer published The Markland Letter' which described an 
especially brutal instance of forced sex within marriage and called it rape. Indeed, it 
may have been the first discussion in print of this subject on the American scene. The 
letter was graphic, but used no words that were not to be found in a dictionary or a 
medical textbook. Markland asked rhetorically, "Can there be legal rape? Did this man 
rape his wife? Would it have been rape had he not been married to her?... If a men 
stabs his wife to death with a knife, does not the law hold him for murder?" 

In sending the issue of Lucifer containing the Markland Letter through the mails, 
Harman ran afoul of the Comstock Act, which provided a penalty of up to ten years' 
imprisonment for anyone who intentionally mailed or received obscene material. 
Ominously, the word 'obscene' had not been defined by the Act. But Anthony 
Comstock, the moving force behind censorship in late 19th century America, defined 
obscenity in such a manner as to include the discussion of and protest against rape 
within marriage. 
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There is a sense in which Lucifer was an unlikely target for Comstock: it 
seemed to be an idyllic family business, a labor of love. Harman described the set-up, 
"I did the office work, assisted by my son George, aged fifteen, and daughter Lillian, 
aged thirteen who had already learned to set type. We lived on a little fruit farm one 
mile from the printery at which the typesetting and press work were done. Editorial 
work was mainly done at home, in the early morning hours and late at night, while 
much of the day was spent by all three at work on the farm, raising fruits and 
vegetables, from the sale of which we supplied our own daily wants, besides helping 
to defray the expenses of publication; the folding and wrapping of the paper being 
done at night by the entire family, including wife Isabella, whom I had married since 
our removal to Kansas." 

This contented picture was shattered on February 1887, when a warrant was served 
for the arrest of the editors and publishers of Lucifer . Moses Harman, Edwin C. 
Walker, and George Harman. Harman and his son were taken to Topeka where, upon 
executing bonds of $500 each to appear at the April term of court, they were allowed 
to go home. Ironically, E.C. Walker was already in jail when the warrant had been 
served. Both he and the sixteen year old Lillian Harman had been arrested and 
imprisoned for their non-State marriage, which Moses called an "Autonomistic 
Marriage." It consisted of an agreement, publicly declared in the presence of relatives 
and friends. Although there were no legal impediments to a traditional marriage, the 
couple preferred to enter into an entirely private and voluntary union. For their 
autonomistic marriage, Walker was sentenced seventy-five days and Lillian to forty- 
five days in jail. Because they refused to allow court costs to be paid for them, the 
couple remained in jail for 

Moses and George Harman grappled with their own legal difficulties. After attending 
the April term court, they had been ordered to execute another bond and to reappear 
the following July. At the July term, they were told the weather was 'too hot' to present 
the charges against them to the grand jury. They executed another bond to appear at 
the October term, and went home. Over the next eight years, Harman was forced to 
waste a great deal of time traveling back and forth to Topeka at the legal whim of the 
court, and to spend scarce money in executing dozens of bonds, even though one 
bond alone would have answered the requirements of law. 

Finally, in October, the accused were allowed to know the specific charges brought 
against them - information that had been withheld. The grand jury indicted 
Lucifer on 270 counts of obscenity, which were eventually quashed because 
neither the judge nor the district attorney could discern a legally intelligible charge in 
any one of the counts. Not to be thwarted, the district attorney procured a new set of 
indictments, totaling 216 counts in all. The articles upon which the indictment was 
originally based were four in number, then the count was reduced to two: the Markland 
letter and a letter written by Mrs. Celia B. Whitehead, a well respected mainstream 
reformer which argued against the use of birth control devices. 

Charges were dropped against George Harman and Edwin C. Walker in 1888. Moses 
Harman stood alone as the sole defendant, and a defiant one. In the June 22, 1888 
issue of Lucifer, he reprinted the Markland letter: in columns running parallel to 
the letter, he also reprinted the 38th chapter of Genesis. His purpose was to 
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demonstrate that the language of the Markland letter was no more offensive than that 
of the Bible. To declare the former obscene might lead to prohibiting the circulation of 
scripture through the mail. 

Meanwhile, Harman's ongoing court process stirred up a storm of controversy. One of 
the protest letters written to the presiding Judge Foster came from the indignant Celia 
Whitehead who demanded that the judge mark the parts of her letter he had declared 
as exciting "impure thoughts" in his mind. The district attorney was also deluged by 
protests from virtually every state in the nation. As a result, he continued the case over 
until 1 890, at which point he was no longer in office. 

In February, 1890, Harman was arrested on fresh charges arising from 'the O'Neill 
letter' written by a New York physician. Graphic in its language and speaking from 
nineteen years' of medical experience, Dr. O'Neill spoke of witnessing many cases of 
the derangement or early death of women caused by 'rape within marriage.' Harman 
was escorted to Topeka once more and released on bail of $1 ,000 and a bond to 
appear. 

Harman was finally sentenced to five years' imprisonment for mailing the Markland 
letter, but released due to a technical error in the proceedings. Then, in January 1 891 , 
Harman was sentenced to one year imprisonment for the O'Neill letter. Another writ of 
error ensued in March. The legal harassment continued for years until, in June 1 895, 
new sentencing placed Harman in the Kansas state prison at Lansing. Upon his 
release in 1896, the exhausted editor moved his family and Lucifer to Chicago. 

Of this period, he later wrote, "...for more than nine years, I was never for one moment 
free from the 'shadow of the jail' -- that is, I was either securely locked within prison 
walls or was under bonds outside of those walls, with the threat of imprisonment, like 
the sword of Damocles, constantly hanging over my head." He continued by proudly 
declaring, "Meantime Lucifer, the real object of the prosecutors, did not die; 

Lucifer did not suspend; Lucifer did not retract; Lucifer, 'Son of the 
Morning,' did not cease to shine on friend and foe alike." 

But some 'friends' were becoming critical of Harman's insistence on discussing the 
sexual matters that impacted women. For example, George MacDonald, editor of the 
Truth Seeker, severely criticized Lucifer' s recklessness, but added, 

"Having thus expressed our opinion of Mr. Harman's offense, we are quite willing to go 
to his rescue. He is an earnest, honest, simple old gentleman with one idea, a little 
fanatical on that perhaps, but sincerely laboring for the good of the world, ever 
resolutely pursuing what he sees to be his work... This is not a case for law; it is not a 
case for justice even, but for mercy. Every energy of Mr. Harman's friends should be 
bent to secure leniency for an aged & almost irresponsible gentleman, who has 
offended, not willfully but unwittingly, & through the best of motives." 

Benjamin Tucker, editor of Liberty , considered the "prosecution as [an] 

outrage", but warned, "Mr. Harman's act was a rash one, & he has no business to be 

disappointed if Liberals do not rally to his defence." 

Both defended and reviled, Moses Harman acquired the aura of a folk hero in which he 
began to appear in mainstream periodicals. Even the conservative Woman's 
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Journal - the influential voice of the American Woman Suffrage Association -- had 
some words of praise. "No one can have less sympathy than the editors... with some 
of the views advocated in Lucifer, but on one point Mr. Harman's opinions are 
perfectly sound, and that is on the right of a wife to the control of her own person." 

The move to Chicago did not prevent the same sort of legal problems that had arisen 
in Topeka. Nor did Harman's dignified demeanor protect him. On writing of Harman's 
continuing harassment by the law, Lucifer contributor Jonathan Mayo Crane 
contended, "The writer of these lines has known Mr. Harman intimately for the last ten 
years and has talked with him on almost every conceivable subject of interest to 
humanity, including race culture and the relations of the sexes. In all that time never 
have I heard him tell a lewd story, or utter any word commonly regarded as vulgar or 
indecent.". Unfortunately, Harman had become almost a symbol to censors who did 
not feel able to ignore Lucifer . 

Postal harassment preceded Harman's final arrest, with Lucifer being denied 
the use of second-class mail rates until the matter was appealed to Washington. 

Then, the Chicago post office began to confiscate and destroy issues it declared to be 
obscene. One issue was destroyed because it contained an article by the venerated 
feminist Alice Stone Blackwell - an article which had been reprinted from the well- 
respected and conservative Woman's Journal . Another article declared 
obscene by the postal authorities was an excerpt from a United States bureau of 
animal industry report, that had been issued by authority of Congress. 

Finally, Harman was indicted and tried in May 1905 for mailing two articles: "The 
Fatherhood Question", which argued in an inoffensive manner that every prospective 
mother had the right to select the best possible conditions for procreation; and, "More 
Thoughts on Sexology" by the seventy-year old Sara Crist Campbell, which argued 
that sexual ignorance inflicted needless pain upon women. The court refused to allow 
expert medical testimony on Harman's behalf, and the judge's instructions to the jury 
left little doubt as to his opinion that Harman was guilty. Thus, at the age of 75, Moses 
Harman was sentenced to one year at hard labor. 

From Cook County jail in Chicago, Harman wrote a 'hail and farewell' letter to his 
friends, restating the object of Lucifer 1 s publication, the object for which he was 
willing to endure yet another imprisonment, "...to help woman to break the chains that 
for ages have bound her to the rack of man-made law, spiritual, economic, industrial, 
social and especially sexual, believing that until woman is roused to a sense of her 
own responsibility on all lines of human endeavor, and especially on lines of her 
special field, that of reproduction of the race, there will be little if any real advancement 
toward a higher and truer civilization." 

He requested friends not to "write in a vindictive or revengeful spirit" to those "who 
have been instrumental in putting me in prison." Quoting the First Corinthians from 
memory, he reminded them "Love suffereth long and is kind; love endureth all things, 
hopeth all things." He ended the letter, "I do not always agree with the Nazarene, but 
when he said, 'Father, forgive them; they know not what they do,' he showed a 
commendable spirit." 
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Each issue of Lucifer after Harman's arrest carried a portrait of the imprisoned 
editor, with the heading "A Victim of Postal Inquisition." Under the portrait, his age and 
the length of his sentence served were listed like a clock going upward. For example, 
the June 7, 1906 issue declared, "Today Moses Harman is 75 years 7 months and 26 
days old. he has served 1 01 days of his sentence to imprisonment for one year at 
hard labor. His task at present is breaking stone." 

Transferred to Joliet, where he broke rocks during the bitter winter months, Harman's 
health deteriorated disastrously. A transfer to Leavenworth -- secured by the 
determined intervention of family and friends -- probably saved his life. There, he spent 
a large portion of his remaining sentence in the hospital. Those expressing admiration 
for Harman and dismay at the his continuing persecution ranged from the respected 
Clarence Darrow to the notorious Emma Goldman and Eugene Debs. Journalists 
such as Louis F. Post in the Public and James H. Barry of the San 
Francisco Star wrote articles of staunch support. His case was discussed 
sympathetically in British, French, Dutch and Japanese periodicals. Indeed, it was in 
discussing Harman's imprisonment that Shaw coined the term "Comstockery." 

Upon his release from prison in 1907, the 76 year old Harman changed 
Lucifer 's name to the American Journal of Eugenics . The format 
became more scholarly, and the focus shifted more firmly onto eugenics - the study 
of how to improve reproduction and the human race - a subject that captured the 
imagination of many early twentieth century reformers. 

On January 30, 1910, Moses Harman died in Los Angeles, where he had moved in 
1908. The American Journal of Eugenics died with him. Although two memorial 
services were held for the venerated editor -- one in Los Angeles, the other in New 
York City -- the most fitting memorial may well be a letter published in Lucifer. 

August 1 891 , by Lizzie Holmes. Of Lucifer, she commented, "It is the 

mouthpiece, almost the only mouthpiece in the world, of every poor, suffering, 

defrauded, subjugated woman. Many know they suffer, and cry out in their misery..." 

Moses Harman and the circle surrounding Lucifer, the Light Bearer were 

among the brave social pioneers who fully acknowledged the suffering cries of women 

and attempted to heal their pain.

I. Introduction 

REFORM MOVEMENTS, successful and unsuccessful, have occupied an important 
place in Kansas history. During the late 19th century such questions as prohibition 
and woman's suffrage attracted much attention, as did other movements which were 
spectacular at the time but are less well known today. 
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One of these was lead by a controversial free-thought journalist named Moses 
Harman who not only denounced all forms of government and religion, but added a 
new dimension in reform by advocating that women be freed from sexual slavery by 
abolishing the institution of marriage. Harman did not develop these views until 
comparatively late in his life. 

Born in Pendleton county, W. V a., on October 12, 1830, Harman lived briefly in Ohio 
and Indiana until his parents moved to Crawford county, Missouri, in the fall of 1838. 
He received his early education at home, worked his way through the college at 
Arcadia, Mo., taught school, and later was ordained as a Methodist minister. He spent 
some time as a circuit rider before the Civil War but severed his connection with the 
church because he could not accept its views on the slavery issue. [1] By 1860 he 
had turned to farming as an occupation. [2] 

With the outbreak of the Civil War, Harman helped organize the 32d regiment of 
Missouri volunteers headquartered at Rolla, Mo. Even though Crawford county was 
Proslavery, he volunteered for a Union cavalry unit but was rejected because of a 
physical disability. [3] He then tried to reach the front lines as a nurse but was turned 
back. In recalling the events of the war, Harman later pointed out the deplorable 
conduct of both Confederate and Union troops in southern Missouri. He recalled 
neighbor fighting against neighbor while prisoners of war were being murdered in cold 
blood in his community. [4] 

After the war Harman retuned to teaching, taking a school in Crawford county where 
he remained until 1879. [5] He married Susan Shook on July 25, 1866. A son, George, 
was born in 1867, and a daughter, Lillian, two years later. In 1877 a third child died in 
infancy. A few days after the child's death, Mrs. Harman passed away. 

II. Career in Journalism 

In June, 1879, Harman and his two children settled in Delaware township, Jefferson 
county, Kan., where he was again engaged in teaching by 1880. In this year he 
married Isabel Hiser, a native of Valley Falls. It was at this time that Harman began to 
discuss religion from an agnostic viewpoint. [6] He soon became involved in the 
activities of the Valley Falls Liberal League and was elected secretary of the local free- 
thought organization. In November, 1880, Harman and A. J. Searl of Valley Falls were 
elected editors of the Valley Falls Liberal, a publication of the Valley Falls Liberal 
League. [7] 

The monthly four-page paper, edited by Harman and Searl, was designed to provoke 
controversy and to bring written comments from the subscribers. [8] The two editors 
ridiculed the agents of Christianity through numerous jokes and general verbal attacks 
on the clergy. [9] The paper, "free to all who desire communication on all subjects," 
had a yearly subscription rate of 50 cents. [10] 

In September, 1881 , the paper was renamed The Kansas Liberal and Moses 
Harman became its sole editor. The theme of the publication was "Total Separation of 
the State from Supernatural Theology. Perfect Equality before the Law for all Men and 
Women. No Privileged Classes or Orders - No Monopolies." [11] Along with the 
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controversial articles included in the paper, Harman advertised books and pamphlets 
that were anti-religious in nature. [1 2] The Kansas Liberal was published in 
Lawrence during a six-month period in 1882. The offices of publication were returned 
to Valley Falls in September, 1882. [13] 

"Yes, I believe in Freedom - equal freedom. I want no freedom for myself that all 
others may not equally enjoy. Freedom that is not equal is not freedom. It is, or may 
easily become, invasion, and invasion is the denial or the death of freedom. The 
Spencerian formula - 'Each has the right to do as he pleases so long as he does not 
invade the equaal right of others,' tells what freedom means. It is equivalent to saying 
that liberty, wedded to responsibility for one's acts, is the true and only basis of good 
conduct, or of morality." - From a "Free Man's Creed," by Moses Harman.

Moses Harman devised his own system of dating for the "Era of Man," beginning 
January 1 , 1 601 . Thus the date December 6, E.M. 289, shown on this part-page 
reproduction of an issue of Lucifer, the Light Bearer corresponds to December 6,

The publication changed title again in 1883. Harman maintained that subscribers 
objected to the term "Kansas" in the paper's title because the name was local in 
character. His subscribers also opposed the term "liberal" since so many newspapers 
and journals used the term in their titles. For these reasons he changed the 
publication's title to Lucifer the Light Bearer (hereafter called Lucifer). The title 
was selected, stated Harman, because it expressed the paper's mission. Lucifer, the 
name given the morning star by the people of the ancient world, served as the symbol 
of the publication and represented the ushering in of a new day. He declared that 
freethinkers had sought to redeem and glorify the name Lucifer while theologians 
cursed him as the prince of the fallen angels. Harman suggested that Lucifer would 
take on the role of an educator. "The god of the Bible doomed mankind to perpetual 
ignorance," wrote Harman, "and [people] would never have known Good from Evil if 
Lucifer had not told them how to become as wise as the gods themselves." [14] 

Shortly after renaming the publication, Harman announced that Lucifer was no 
longer the mouthpiece for the Liberal League but represented only the editors and 
contributors speaking for themselves. [15] He later indicated that Lucifer’s editors 
would use plain and scientific terms as the applied to the human body. Individuals 
expressing shock in Lucifer’s terminology, stated Harman, would be better off if 
they cancelled their subscription to the publication. [16] Among the many objectives of 
Lucifer’s editors was the abolition of paternalism as generated by the church and 
the state. [17] 

Harman did not accept the orthodox calendar in dating the issues of Lucifer. 

Rather than use the method of determining a given year by dating from the birth of 
Christ, he marked the beginning of his dating system with the execution of the 
astronomer Giordano Bruno in 1 601 . The year 1 601 , stated Harman, marked the 
beginning of a great new age, the era of man (E. M.). He alleged that the years prior to 
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1601 were dominated by Bible teachings concerning the concepts of heaven and hell 
whereas the period after 1601 was highlighted by the advent of a new science 
spearheaded by the astronomical discoveries of Copernicus, Galileo, and Bruno. [18] 

The Lucifer staff included Harman and his coeditor, E. C. Walker. [19] While in 
Valley Falls, they were assisted by Harman's two children and by E. C. Walker's 
mother. [20] During his imprisonment in Kansas in the 1890's, Harman relied on the 
services of Clarence L. Swartz, Abner Pope, Lillie White, and Lois Waisbrooker as 
assistant editors. [21] Among the regular contributors to the columns of Lucifer were 
Elmina D. Slenker, Celia B. Whitehead, Lois Waisbrooker, Lucinda B. Chandler, Dr. 

E. B. Foote, and Dr. J. W. Severance. Lucifer's correspondents often carried on open 
debates on the questions of marriage and sex. [22] Harman disclaimed responsibility 
for the opinions of the contributors to Lucifer though acknowledging that he usually 
supported the ideas of most of them, but he declared his paper was open to 
Agnostics, Spiritualists, Christians, Mohammedans, and the like. [23] 

In September, 1890, Harman announced that he would leave his farm home near 
Valley Falls and move to Topeka. [24] The first edition of Lucifer from the Topeka 
was dated October, 10, 1890. [25] While considerable attention had been given to the 
discussion of problems relating to sex, Lucifer’s editor was now clearly committed 
to the discussion of women's emancipation from sexual slavery "through a better 
understanding of sexology." [26] Meanwhile, Harman continued to advertise books and 
pamphlets relating to sex and marriage. [27] 

Throughout his stay in Kansas, Harman was plagued by financial difficulties. The 
limited number of subscriptions [28] and expenses incurred during his numerous 
sessions in court often threatened the discontinuance of the paper. He constantly 
threatened delinquent subscribers with cancellation of their subscriptions. [29] He 
often tried gimmicks to gain new subscribers. At one time he offered prizes, in the 
form of freethought books and pamphlets, to the person who would turn in the longest 
list of new subscribers on a given date. [30] In addition, funds were established for 
Harman's defense in court as well as funds for the purchase of a badly needed press 
for the continuance of Lucifer’s operations. [31] 

In April, 1896, Harman told his readers that he had decided to move the office of 
Lucifer to Chicago due to the problems dealing with publication. He went on to 
admit that "we may live to regret the day we leave Kansas and the goodly little city, 
Topeka." [32] The first issue of the paper from Chicago was dated May 8, 1896. [33] 
Harman continued to devote the columns of Lucifer to the discussion of sex and 
marriage after moving to Chicago. [34] While Lucifer’s publishing office was in 
Chicago, Harman spent time traveling and lecturing throughout the nation for the 
cause of freethought. [35] 

In 1 906 Harman decided to change the title of his publication to The American 
Journal of Eugenics. The journal, which emphasized "right generation of human 
beings," was the first paper of its kind in the United States. [36] Believing a more 
liberal attitude prevailed on the West Coast, he moved the publication's offices to Los 
Angeles, in June, 1 908. [37] The journal continued to be devoted to (1 ) natural 
selection through freedom of motherhood, (2) self ownership of women in the realm of 
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sex and reproduction, and (3) intelligent and responsible parenthood with the woman 
being dominant in the home. Harman called the eugenics movement an almost 
forgotten science once openly taught by the Greeks and Egyptians. He referred to 
eugenics as the "Science of Right Borning." [38] 

Lack of funds often threatened the discontinuance of the journal in Los Angeles as had 
been the case in Kansas and Chicago. In the final issue of The American Journal of 
Eugenics preceding his death, Harman made an impassioned plea for financial 
support to keep the journal in operation. [39] 

III. Harman's Reform Efforts 

Moses Harman had ample opportunity to express himself on a wide range of topics 
during the nearly 30 years of his career in journalism. He often suggested reforms 
through the editorial columns, by answering letters of correspondents in his 
newspaper, and in lectures delivered for the cause of freethought. 

Harman was extremely critical of the role of government from the national to the local 
level. He contended that the United States government was a government "for and 
by" the people in theory, but not in practice. [40] Harman did not resent being called an 
anarchist. He believed that anarchists were opposed to the form of government in 
which the rights of the governed were made secondary to the rights of the governing 
power. To Harman, anarchy did not mean lawlessness and confusion but rather it 
represented "the epitome of law and order since it confines every man within his 
proper sphere." [41] He thought that anarchy was government from within rather than 
government from without. 

Harman condemned national leaders such as Grover Cleveland, Benjamin Harrison, 
and John Sherman. He considered them as victims and executioners of a vicious 
criminal system that allowed for more widespread crime under the cover of law than 
criminals who plundered without the cover of law. [42] Harman was equally bitter 
toward local government officials. "Here in Valley Falls," he declared in 1888, "we have 
much more cause to fear those who are trying to rob us by authority of law than we 
have to fear those who would rob us in violation of law." [43] 

Harman had no faith in political parties but admitted supporting Republican party 
principles at one stage in his life. Even though he ridiculed the Republican party of the 
1890's as the "party of retrogression," he indicated that he was not ready to support 
the emerging Populist party. [44] All laws passed by a legislature, stated Harman, 
were in violation or invasion of natural human rights. He felt that the only acceptable 
laws were those which repealed other more evasive laws. [45] Therefore, the vote 
was not to be used as a majority tactic but as an instrument of repeal. [46] He further 
suggested: 

Vote if you must, but vote to abolish rather than to enact laws. But while exercising 
your natural, your civil right to vote, remember that you have no right to force your 
methods on others. ... In fewer words, use your governmental crutch until you are 
able to walk without it. [47] 
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While Harman wanted no government leaders or governing class, he advocated the 
formation of compacts for mutual defense against evil doers. "We want a few - a very 
few, policemen, and a very few umpires or judges to decide in disputed cases. But 
these should always be regarded as the servants, not the masters, of the citizen." [48] 
Even though Harman proposed changes in the machinery of government, he was not 
in favor of violent revolution. Instead he sought peaceful evolutionary changes brought 
about by agitation and education. [49] 

Harman often criticized labor's subordination to management and looked for the day 
when labor would be supreme and capital would be the servant. To accomplish the 
reversal, he called upon labor to organize, agitate, and educate for its undertaking. [50] 
Strikes and labor revolts, said Harman, were futile as genuine reform; but such efforts 
were a good sign that the laborer realized the danger into which he was drifting. [51] 

Aroused by the evils of the accumulation of capital by the few, Harman called for 
reform in the nation's wage system. He proposed to substitute a plan of "voluntary 
cooperation" in which the capital necessary to carry on the business would be owned 
by the workers themselves. [52] This plan was expanded as part of the "Labor 
Exchange" which he outlined in 1893. [53] 

He was also opposed to financial lending agencies and called for the abolition of all 
laws restricting or prohibiting the free issue of the circulating medium. He urged 
farmers and laborers to organize their own credit in order to "free themselves from 
this vulture, usury, that now feeds and fattens upon their vitals." [54] Religion, 
particularly Christianity, came under heavy verbal attack by Harman. He contended 
that religion was based on ignorance of nature's methods and fear of the unseen 
powers that were supposedly warring over human destiny. Religion was dangerous, 
declared Harman, because "fear begets hate, and hate results in oppression, war, 
and bloodshed." [55] Later he suggested: 

Cling not to the cross of a dead god for help in time of trouble, but stand erect like a 
man and resolutely meet the consequences of your acts, whatever they may be. . . . 
Every man [and woman] must be his own physician, his own priest, his own god and 
savior, if he is ever healed, purified, and saved. [56] 

While Harman claimed to have no fear of death, [57] he pictured the religious man as 
always worrying about his soul because he had no confidence in good works or 
natural morality to keep his soul in condition. [58] 

Lucifer 1 s editor often ridiculed the religious organizations in his community. On one 
occasion he told of the destruction of the Lutheran church in Valley Falls by lightning in 
August, 1886. He reported the subsequent rebuilding of the edifice modeled after the 
old church. Harman suggested to his Lutheran friends in Valley Falls that God had 
allowed the lightning to strike because of dislike for the old church; therefore the new 
church was in jeopardy. Nevertheless, he alleged that the building committee of the 
Lutheran church had grown wiser through their experience by showing lack of faith in 
God's protection. "They reported a $2,500 insurance," wrote Harman, "against 
lightning, cyclones and other agents of God's displeasure!" [59] 
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As editor of Lucifer, Harman stated boldly that he dared to investigate the problems 
of life from the standpoint of nature rather than theology. Objecting to the church's 
anti-naturalistic prejudices, he stated that the confession of ignorance was often the 
first step to the gaining of knowledge. "Dogma, assumption, creed, confessions of 
faith, written constitutions . . ., these are the greatest obstacles in the way of 
improvement of progress in knowledge." [60] 

Although Harman was a total abstainer from strong drink, he nevertheless opposed 
enforced prohibition. [61] He asserted that although the prohibition movement was 
founded on unchristian principles the Protestant sects had recently taken the 
leadership in its cause. [62] Harman maintained that prohibition was repressive in its 
reform intent. Therefore, he said, it would be better to allow free whiskey which would 
lead to man's eventually being temperate, truthful, and honorable. 

The most needed reform, according to Harman, was in the area of sex. While he 
recognized the need for other reform, his newspaper eventually dealt most exclusively 
with sex-related problems. Why did he devote such emphasis to sex reform? Harman 
answered: 

It is hopeless to expect to reform the present generation of men, but if we begin now, 
with the mothers and prospective mothers of on-coming generations of men -- if we 
give these mothers what they need in the way of education in all that pertains to 
heredity, and if we supply them with the conditions necessary for perfect motherhood, 
we shall then have rational ground of hope that the grandchildren of the present 
generation will need no reforming - but will be so well born that they will not need to 
be born again. [64] 

Harman opposed the institution of marriage because he considered it an unequal 
yoke. [65] He maintained that marital rights were limited to the rights of the husband, 
with the wife being but a slave to her master husband. [66] The promises of marriage 
to "love, obey, and honor," said Harman, were immoral because there was no 
reasonable assurance that the two persons would be able to carry out the promises. 
[67] Love and freedom were supposedly destroyed by marriage. "If love survives 
marriage," alleged Harman, "it is not because of it but in spite of it." [68] 

Harman asserted that marriage and divorce laws were antiquated. He felt that the 
laws relating to marriage must be reconstructed on the basis of strictly voluntary 
cohabitation between the sexes. [69] According to Harman, the best method of sex 
union for human beings would be resolved only after polygamy, monogamy, 
polyandry, and absolute freedom were given a fair trial. [70] He suggested that 
unhappy marriages be quickly terminated by divorce because, as R. G. Ingersoll said, 
"the death of love is the commencement of vice." [71] He believed that the abolition of 
marriage would result in the birth of fewer children since children would be welcomed 
and cared for by mutual affection. He looked forward to the emergence of a new 
"rational" family where each member would "drop to his place like stones in an arch 
when artificial props are removed." [72] This new family would be under the 
domination of the mother. [73] 

As for mothers and future mothers, Harman believed the most important right for 
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woman was her natural right to the "best possible fertilization during what may be 
called the flowering period of her existence." [74] On another occasion he stressed 
that women would never have political independence until they earned enough money 
to command respect. This was not possible, said Harman, because women spend 
most of their good years bearing and rearing children. [75] 

A recommendation for a program of sex education was proposed in an effort to solve 
many of the problems relating to sex. Since he considered knowledge the child's 
birthright, Harman proposed that children were to be taught to ask questions and were 
to be told all that was known about the facts of generation or the origin of life. He 
declared that students would be benefited by blackboard illustrations of the 
reproductive system and felt that such teaching was possible in mixed groups if 
carried out by judicious instructors. [76] He later restated his position by saying: 

Let education and enlightenment be made universal by the removal of all statutory 
limitations upon saving knowledge. ... Let Sexology, the science of creative life, be 
taught in the family and in schools, also from pulpit and public platform, as the most 
important of all branches of human knowledge. [77] 

Lucifer 1 s subscribers were often confronted with their editor's views concerning 
the nature of obscenity and the use of obscene materials. Harman charged that 
teachers in schools and universities denied youth legitimate channels through which 
they might seek information concerning their own bodies. This, said Harman, led to 
their seeking information through dealers in obscene books and pictures. He accused 
teachers and administrators of depriving youth of one of the most important 
departments of human knowledge. [78] 

Harman saw great danger in defining what was meant by obscene. In order to punish 
someone for distributing or utilizing obscene materials one must have an authority to 
define what materials were obscene. The problem was, declared Harman, that there 
was no infallible standard for judgment. Therefore, any laws relating to obscene 
materials were likely to be arbitrary and tyrannical. "In a land of equal rights," wrote 
Harman, "no man can rightfully compel that neighbor to conform to his code of morals 
anymore than he can rightfully compel that neighbor to conform to his own religious 
observances." [79] He challenged the clergy and censors of the press on their 
definition of obscenity and suggested that the problem of obscenity would be resolved 
if one viewed the subject of sex as a scientist since, 

He sees in sex the "promise and potency" of all the possibilities of advancement for 
humanity. He sees, or thinks he sees, that here if anywhere ignorance is criminal, 
ignorance is DEATH! and hence he would open all the avenues to knowledge as to 
the real facts and principles that go to make up the problem of the right use or the 
abuse of sex. [80] 

Harman not only advocated changes in the marriage laws and the relationship of man 
and woman but in one instance he actually tested his theory on marriage. On 
September 20, 1886, Moses Harman presided over a ceremony that united his 16- 
year-old daughter, Lillian, with E. C. Walker, coeditor of Lucifer, in what was 
described as being an "autonomistic sex-relation or union." [81] With no clergyman or 
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justice of the peace present, Harman opened the ceremony by reading a lengthy 
statement of principles in reference to marriage. This was followed by a short 
statement by Walker in which he repudiated the marriage doctrine and instead gave 
recognition to the woman's right to control of her own person. Lillian Harman 
responded with the following statement: 

... I enter into this union with Mr. Walker of my own free will and choice, and I agree 
with the views of my father and Mr. Walker as just expressed. I make no promises 
that may become impossible or immoral for me to fulfill, but retain the right to act 
always, as my conscience and best judgment shall dictate. I retain, also, my full 
maiden name, as I am sure it is my duty to do so. [82] 

The ceremony concluded with Moses Harman giving consent to the union. 

Following the ceremony in Valley Falls, a complaint was filed with the Jefferson county 
justice of the peace, Richard D. Simpson, stating that Lillian Harman and E. C. Walker 
were living together as man and wife without being married. The complaint was 
rendered by W. F. Hiser, Harman's stepson. [83] A warrant was then issued for the 
arrest of Lillian Harman and Walker. [84] They were brought before the judge at 
Oskaloosa, who set a combined bail of $1 ,000 and announced a trial date. The couple 
remained in jail in Oskaloosa until the trial since bond was not posted. [85] 

When the trial open in October, the defense attorneys, David Overmyer and George 
Clemens, petitioned for a change of venue because of prejudices reportedly 
expressed by the people and newspaper editors in Jefferson county. [86] The defense 
attorneys cited newspaper reaction to the Harman family and the upcoming trial as 
examples. In one case, the editors of the Oskaloosa Independent had commented: 
"We honestly believe it to be the duty of the citizens of Valley Falls to get rid of the free 
love and anarchist organ there as soon as possible for the reputation of the town and 
county." [87] Earlier the same newspaper reported that "a crank-brained chap named 
Harman runs the paper [Lucifer], assisted of late by one Walker," who made an 
agreement to live with Lillian Harman without an official marriage. "The common and 
emphatic expression is that the decent people up there ought to dump the outfit into 
the Delaware, and drive the gang who ran it out of town." [88] The defense attorneys 
also cited an article appearing in the Osawakie Times in which the author ridiculed 
Harman by saying: "Now arrest the king bee of the tribe and close the rotten concern 
and Valley Falls will smell more like roses than she has for many a day." [89] Despite 
the evidence, the request for change of venue was denied by Judge Crazier. [90] 

The trial, held in the Jefferson county criminal court in Oskaloosa, pivoted on the 
question of whether there was an actual marriage. [91] The case was delivered to the 
jury on October 20, 1 886, with a verdict of guilty being returned the same day. Walker 
was sentenced to 75 days in jail while Lillian Harman was given a shorter term of 45 
days. [92] 

Following the trial, Lucifer 1 s columns were filled with nationwide reaction to the 
episode. A special defense fund, originated by Moses Harman, was established to aid 
the convicted parties. [93] Lucifer 1 s editor continued to defend the union between 
his daughter and E. C. Walker on the grounds that the state and church were not to 
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override and control the better judgment of individuals. [94] Meanwhile, Lillian Harman 
and E. C. Walker remained in jail beyond their stated terms of sentence because they 
refused to pay the court costs imposed. [95] 

The defendants appealed their case to the Kansas supreme court where, on March 4, 
1887, the verdict of the county criminal court was affirmed. [96] In issuing the principal 
opinion of the supreme court, Justice Johnston indicated that the legislature had the 
power to prescribe reasonable regulations relating to marriage and that punishment 
would be inflicted upon those who entered the marriage relation in disregard of the 
prescribed statutory requirements. He concluded by warning the defendants that they 
must marry to avoid further punishment, but he did concede that Lillian Harman would 
be able to retain her maiden name. [97] In response to the supreme court's decision, 
Moses Harman stated that technically they had lost; but they had also won a great 
moral victory. He pointed to Justice Johnston's concessions to Lillian Harman as 
being the greatest concessions of that type ever given by the highest judiciary of any 
state. [98] 

The episode closed with the release of Lillian Harman and E. C. Walker from the 
Oskaloosa jail on April 4, 1 887. Moses Harman paid court costs of $1 1 3.80 for the 
release of what he termed "two peaceable, unoffending citizens accused of the crime 
of -- minding their own business." [99] 

IV. Harman Versus the Courts of Law 

The autonomous marriage incident was but a prelude to Moses Harman's long battle 
with the courts of law in his effort to continue publishing a newspaper dealing primarily 
with sex reform. On several occasions he had voiced opposition to the nation's postal 
laws relating to obscene literature. His opposition to the Comstock postal laws was 
based on the contention that the national government had no more right to establish 
national morals than it had the right to establish a national religion. According to 
Harman, the national postal laws had opened the way for an endless chain of abuses. 
[ 100 ] 

Harman and his son, George, were first arrested on the evening of February 23, 1887, 
on the charge of depositing obscene materials in the mail. Leaving the newspaper 
office in Valley Falls where the arrest was made, they were taken to Topeka by United 
States Marshal Thompson where they consulted with their attorney, David Overmyer. 
Being unable to prepare for their defense, Overmyer requested that the examination of 
the two men be postponed. Both men were released after bond had been posted. 

[1 01 ] The federal grand jury in Topeka indicated the editors of Lucifer charging them 
with depositing in the post office at Valley Falls "... a certain obscene article of an 
indecent character contained and printed in a publication entitled 'Lucifer'." [1 02] 

Strongly worded protests relating to Harman's upcoming trial appeared in Lucifer 
following the arrest and indictment. Lucifer's columns contained letters from the 
editors of the Kansas Kritic, Concordia, and Foote's Health Monthly which 
condemned the arrest of Harman and his associates on the grounds that the arrest 
violated free-press principles. [103] Harman contended that the arrest was part of a 
movement to suppress knowledge and to aid the cause of ignorance. [104] He 
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maintained that no crime had been committed because no one had been injured by 
their actions. The so-called crime was not a question of fact, said Harman, but simply 
a question of opinion. He repeatedly stated that the United States government had not 
established any guide to determine whether he was sending out obscene material 
from week to week. In fact, Harman stated his intentions were to send out a paper 
which was exactly opposite from being obscene or demoralizing. [105] Harman 
implicated R. E. Van Meter of the Valley Falls New Era as the "zealous Christian" 
who had done so much to suppress Lucifer and help bring about his arrest. [106] 

To help defray the costs of the impending trial, Lucifer 1 s editors established a 
defense fund. Contributions to the fund came from interested parties throughout the 
nation. [107] 

In the case of the alleged sending of obscene materials by Lucifer 1 s editors, 

Harman's lawyer, David Overmyer, claimed on demurrer that the identification of the 
obscene matter by the federal grand jury was insufficient since neither the date, title, 
or nature of the article was given in the indictment. [1 08] Judge Cassius Foster, of the 
federal district court in Topeka, upheld the demurrer to the indictment in April, 1888. 

He stated that the accused were entitled to know what specific charges were being 
directed against them. Foster indicated it was insufficient for the grand jury to allege 
that the objectionable material was too obscene to allow it on the court records for 
"surely the objectionable matter can be described or identified in some way, without 
giving offense to the court, or defiling its records with scandalous and indecent 
matter." [109] To Harman's chagrin, however, within a few days the district attorney 
had a new indictment, designed to remedy the defect. The defendants again 
demurred but Judge Foster overruled the demurrer and sustained the indictment in 
May, 1889. Therefore, Lucifer 1 s editors would have to stand trial. [110] 

Following the notification to Harman that he must stand trial, two significant 
developments took place preceding the trial in 1890. First, Moses Harman attempted 
to clarify his position by republishing the four articles from Lucifer which served as 
the basis for the indictment. He offered to send the articles by mail to any interested 
party. While Harman realized that there would be diversity of opinion on republishing 
the articles, his purpose in so doing was: 

... not to get a decision on questions of propriety or taste, but simply upon the 
question of the citizen's right to speak, to utter, to publish and to send by mail, all of 
one's honest thoughts, whatever they may be, provided always that no personal rights 
of property or reputation are invaded by such acts of utterance or of publication. [Ill] 

The first of the four articles was Dr. W. G. Markland's letter which appeared in 
Lucifer on June 18, 1886. In the letter, Markland asked several questions 
concerning "legal rape." The physician then related a case where a mother, following 
the birth of a child, was seriously injured by the sexual abuses of her husband. 
Markland asked whether the law protected the woman in marriage and whether the 
action constituted legal rape. 

The second indictment article had been copied from the Kansas Democrat. It told 
of a 36-year-old woman who had been led to insanity by the sexual abuses of her 
husband. 
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A letter, sent to Lucifer's editors on June 3, 1886, formed another basis for 
indictment. Written by Celia B. Whitehead and directed toward Elmina D. Slenker's 
previous comments in Lucifer on the universal need for contraceptives, the letter 
stated that nature designed women as free mothers and they must learn that they 
were made for men. 

The fourth article appeared in Lucifer on July 33, 1886, and told of a Millerite couple 
preparing for the day of judgment. On the evening prior to the supposed judgment day, 
the couple proceeded to engage in a soul-searching dialogue concerning their married 
life. In revealing her domestic secrets, the wife confessed that each of their four 
children had a different father. After the initial shock, the husband cried out, "Gabriel 
blow your horn! I want to go now!" [1 1 2] 

Harman's position was further complicated by the printing of an article in Lucifer by 
Dr. Richard V. O'Neil of New York City. The article, entitled "A Physician's 
Testimony," dealt with cases the physician had observed involving sexual abuse and 
unnatural sexual behavior. [113] Harman admitted tempting fate by publishing the 
O'Neil letter since he was already under bond for previous indictments. [1 1 4] 
Consequently, he was arrested on the afternoon of February 18, 1890, on complaints 
stemming from the publication of the O'Neil letter. He was brought before the Topeka 
commissioner where bond was fixed at $1 ,000. Harman was released from custody 
when Noah Harman posted the necessary bond. [115] 

After many delays and postponements, the case of the United States vs. Moses 
Harman was tried in United States district court in Topeka on April 17, 1890. Ten 
Valley Falls citizens, serving as witnesses for the state, testified to receiving the 
issues of Lucifer which contained the indictment articles. All who testified swore to the 
honesty and purity of Moses Harman's personal life. Many of the witnesses indicated 
that Harman was a crank on the sex issue but none implied that he was insane. [116] 

Employing Colonel Bradley of Topeka to assist as his counsel, Harman revealed that 
the defense would argue that the articles were not obscene, that he did not deposit the 
offending articles in the post office, and, on the question of the right relation of the 
sexes, that the defendant was insane. [117] Early in the trial, Harman denied delivery 
of the papers mentioned in the indictment. Later, he took all the blame for mailing the 
papers in question but maintained that the articles were not obscene. Harman claimed 
that by publishing the Markland letter he had hoped to vindicate the right of free 
discussion and publication and to vindicate the woman's right to self-ownership. On 
being cross-examined by United States Attorney J. W. Ady, Harman told the court that 
the advantages outweighed the disadvantages in his decision to publish the articles. 

He continued by stating: 

Knowing that it would be objectionable to many people I published it notwithstanding, 
because I found that people are not very careful about offending me. ... I see no 
reason why a matter of that sort should not go into the family and be read by women 
and children. There is nothing referred to except a free given allusion to human 
conduct and different members of human anatomy. I do not deem any of these 
obscene. All the words that are in the article are in Webster's dictionary. [118] 
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On the second day of the trial after arguments were completed, Judge Cassius Foster 
directed the jury to decide whether the articles were obscene. [1 1 9] After four hours of 
deliberation, [120] the jury found Moses Harman guilty on four counts as charged in 
the indictment. [121] The verdict, delivered on April 18, 1890, was based on the 
Markland and Whitehead letters. [122] 

While Harman was awaiting sentence, evidence of a possible discrepancy in the trial 
was revealed. According to a letter attached to the note requesting a new trial, three 
jury members admitted to Judge Foster that the verdict was a result of compromise. 
They stated that three of the jurors believed Harman insane and that: 

. . . It was agreed in the jury room that if the jurors who believed him insane would 
concur with the others in finding him guilty on four counts that all the jurors would 
recommend him to the clemency and mercy of the Court. [123] 

A motion to secure a new trial for Moses Harman was overruled by the court. 

The Topeka Journal reported the sentencing of Harman which occurred on April 
30, 1890. After being coaxed into standing before the court by his attorney, Harman 
was given 10 minutes to explain his position. He indicated that he was a martyr for 
opinion's sake and that his cause was that of emancipating women from certain 
social evils. Judge Foster responded by telling Harman that the effect of his teachings 
were bad and that his attitude throughout the trial had been defiant. According to the 
Journal, Foster concluded his remarks by stating: "He had seen circus performers 
stick their heads into lions' mouths, but he had never seen them have the temerity to 
twist the beast's tail or kick them in the ribs while performing the risky act." [124] After 
the laughter in the courtroom subsided, Judge Foster sentenced Harman to serve five 
years in the Kansas penitentiary and to pay a fine of $300. [1 25] 

Harman's first imprisonment was terminated on August 30, 1890, when he was 
released from the penitentiary at Lansing by order of Judge Henry Caldwell of the 
United States circuit court. On the basis of a writ of error, a new trial was to be 
ordered for Harman. [126] 

In January of the following year, Harman was brought to court to stand trial for 
publishing of the O'Neil letter in the columns of Lucifer. After Harman waived a jury 
trial, Judge John D. Philips, district judge for the Western district of Missouri, rendered 
an elaborate opinion in the case. [127] Answering Harman's defense counsel, who 
argued that his right to freedom of the press was violated, Philips asserted: "Liberty in 
all its forms and assertions in the country is regulated by law. It is not an unbridled 
license. Where vituperation or licentiousness begins, the liberty of the press ends." 
[128] 

Judge Philips went on to state that the O'Neil letter was so filthy in thought that it would 
be a shock to common decency and modesty to recite its contents. He maintained 
that the federal government ought not to take on the role of censor but nevertheless 
concluded that congress, through passage of the postal laws, had regard for the 
common consensus of the people and held the right to deny the mailing of material of 
Lucifer's type. [129] Philips proceeded to pronounce Harman guilty on three of the 
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counts of the indictment charging him with the publication of the O'Neil letter. [130] 
Harman was then sentenced to one-year imprisonment in the penitentiary at Lansing 
but commitment was delayed after an appeal by the defense. [1 31 ] 

Harman reacted to the sentence of the district court by calling upon the editors and 
publishers of the United States to rally to his aid by requesting a halt to the censorship 
of the press. He went on to state that "the freedom of the press means the freedom of 
the persons who conduct or represent the press. If a publisher must forever run the 
gauntlet of a secret and irresponsible postal censorship, then we have an end to the 
freedom of the press." [132] The editor of Lucifer gave considerable column space to 
public reaction to his latest case in court. Letters from the editors of the Boston 
Liberty, Chicago Open Court, and the Toronto Secular Thought generally 
deplored Harman's philosophy on sexual freedom, but they were sympathetic toward 
him because they believed he was making an attempt to publish the truth. [133] 

In June, 1892, Judge Henry C. Caldwell ordered Moses Harman to be imprisoned in 
the Kansas state penitentiary for one year. The commitment was based on Judge 
Philips' one-year sentence handed down in January, 1891. Harman received word of 
his impending imprisonment on June 21 , 1 892, and was taken to Lansing shortly 
thereafter. [134] To Harman's surprise, Judge Caldwell ordered his release from the 
penitentiary at Lansing in February, 1893. The basis of his release was a ruling on a 
technicality of his sentence. [135] 

Two years later, the federal district court acted upon Judge Caldwell's order that the 
Harman case, stemming from the verdict and sentence of April 18, 1890, be returned 
to the same district court for possible resentencing. [1 36] Following United States 
Attorney W. C. Perry's motion to resentence Harman on the verdict returned and filed 
on April 18, 1890, [137] Judge John Philips went on to review previous court cases in 
an effort to decide on Harman's case. Philips maintained that the district court would 
resume jurisdiction of the case at the point where the original error supervened, which 
was after the verdict. In rendering the decision, Judge Philips stated: 

...Out of regard for the infirmity of the defendant, and with the hope that he may not 
persist in opposing his individual opinion as to what the law ought to be against what 
the Courts declare it to be, and thereby invite further trouble, I shall modify the 
measure of punishment the trial court sought to mete out to the defendant by directing 
sentence to be entered that he be imprisoned, at hard labor, in the Penitentiary of the 
State of Kansas for one year and one day from this date. [1 38] 

Harman was committed to the penitentiary at Lansing on June 2, 1895. [139] Shortly 
after arriving in Lansing, Harman wrote to Lucifeh s interim editor that he 
considered it an honor and privilege to wear prison stripes for the cause of women's 
right of self-ownership and the cause of eugenics. [140] Harman was transferred from 
the penitentiary at Lansing to the United States penitentiary at Leavenworth in early 
July, 1895. [141] Informing his readers through letters printed in the columns of 
Lucifer, Harman wrote that he had been troubled by insomnia, malaria, 
rheumatism, and sore eyes before being transferred from his job of peeling potatoes 
in the "damp unwholesome cellar" to be placed in charge of the prison's printing office. 
[142] Soon after, in October, 1895, he was again transferred to a clerk's job in the 
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prison hospital. [144] After serving less than the full year of his sentence, he was 
released from Leavenworth penitentiary on April 4, 1896. [144] 

Harman was described as appearing in good physical condition upon his release from 
prison. With his return to Topeka, a party was held at the Lincoln Post hall where 
many speeches were delivered and letters read which welcomed him back. [145] 

Later, Harman personally thanked the press in Topeka and elsewhere for the generally 
fair treatment of himself and his newspaper during his absence. [146] Unbroken in 
spirit, he went on to give illustrations of what seemed to be a weakening of the mail 
censors. [147] Shortly after Harman's release from prison, E. C. Walker, writing in 
Lucifer, attempted to bolster the position of his former partner by stating: 

...Moses Harman has suffered as a victim of those who fear to hear all sides of all 
questions. He represents the principle of freedom of speech and press. That question 
must be maintained or all progress ceases. We must stick to the main issue, it is not 
true that the Editor of Lucifer stands before the world as a representative of any 
particular school of sexual reformers; he represents whoever desires to speak his 
convictions, no matter how divergent those convictions may be from Moses Harman's 
or yours or mine. [148] 

As previously mentioned, Harman left Kansas in 1896 and moved to Chicago where 
his journalistic activities continued to focus on the issue of sex reform. Nine years 
later, he was again arrested and charged with sending obscene materials through the 
mails. [149] He was indicted by a federal grand jury in Chicago, [150] and later stood 
trial in the United States district court. After being given a sentence of one year in 
prison at hard labor by the district court, Harman appealed his case to the circuit court 
of appeals where his previous sentence was upheld on January 9, 1906. [151] 

After being confined for a short time in Chicago's Cook county jail, [1 52] Harman was 
sent to the prison at Joliet, III., on March 1 , 1 906. [1 53] He was transferred to the 
federal prison at Leavenworth on June 28, after complaining that the Joliet jail was "full 
of tuberculosis." [154] He was released from Leavenworth on December 26, 1906, 
after serving 10 months and three days of his one year sentence. [155] His release 
from prison in 1906 marked the end of Harman's perennial struggle with the courts 
although he continued to devote the columns of Lucifer and the American Journal 
of Eugenics to the cause of sex reform. 

V. The Death of Harman 



Moses Harman concluded his often interrupted journalistic career in Los Angeles. He 
died of angina pectoris on January 30, 1 91 0, having spent the previous day working on 
the details of mailing the latest issue of the American Journal of Eugenics. [1 56] 
Several friends were reported to have offered testimony to Harman at the funeral 
presided over by Dr. Adah Patterson. According to an observer, Dr. Patterson 
concluded the funeral ceremony with the following remarks: "He was a most 
determined man, and had he been less so, the world would be the loser. In coming 
years the people will hold anniversary meetings for Moses Harman, the same as they 
now do for Thomas Paine." [1 57] According to Harman's wishes, his body was 
cremated in Los Angeles on February 5, 1 910. [1 58] 
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A memorial edition of the American Journal of Eugenics was published by Lillian 
Harman following his death. Besides relating the highlights of Harman's career and 
imprisonment, the issue included several testimonials to Harman's memory. One of 
them, a letter addressed to Lillian Harman by George Bernard Shaw, said: 

...It seems nothing short of a miracle that your father should have succeeded living for 
seventy-nine years in a country so extremely dangerous for men who have both 
enlightened opinions and the courage of them as the United States of America. [159]

The owner/editor of the Farmers' Vindicator was Noah 
Harman, a cousin of Moses Harman.

Our best wish for each is that you may never need to know the great solace such true friendship 
as yours has been to us; but should such time ever come, be sure it will be our most earnest 
endeavor to practically illustrate our appreciation of your sympathy and generous action on this 
occassion. Until such time we can but say from the depths of our hearts.

He returned to prison on Tuesday evening."

Pendleton County, Virginia was created on 4 December 1787 from parts of Augusta, Hardy, and 
Rockingham Counties of Virginia and named for Edmund Pendleton, a distinguished statesman 
and jurist of Virginia. Pendleton County boarders the southern region of the Virginia-West Virginia 
state line. 

The state of West Virginia was admitted to the Union on 20 June 1863 with a total of fifty counties. 
This new state was formed due to the protest of it's citizens against Virginia's acceptance as a 
confederate state. The Allegheny Mountain range seperated the two regions and the citizen's of 
West Virgina wanted their own form of government. 

Randolph County, Virginia was created October 1786 and borders Pendleton County. When West 
Virginia was created in 1863, Randolph County also became part of West Virginia. 

After Jonas and Catherine (WOLFORD) Harmon's marriage around 1817-1818 in proposed 
Pendleton County, they show up in the 1820 Pendleton County, Virginia census. However, a 
contingent of Harmon families left Pendleton County and moved to neighboring Randolph County, 
Virginia. Pinpointing Jacob Isaac Harmon's birth location has generated some confusion because 
we do not know when the Jonas Harmon Sr. family moved from Pendleton to Randolph county. 
Checking the deed records of Pendleton County may shed some light as to when Jonas sold any 
land, if he owned any, and left the region. 

The 1830 Federal Census commenced on 1 June 1830 and was to be recorded for 6 months with 
extensions up 12 months. Jonas & Catherine ( WOOLFORD) Harmon family show up in 
Randolph County, Virginia after 1 June 1830. So, without a marker of some kind to designate their 
departure, we are not sure where Jacob Isaac Harmon was born in Pendleton or Randolph 
County, Virginia.

Pendleton County, Virginia was created on 4 December 1787 from parts of Augusta, Hardy, and 
Rockingham Counties of Virginia and named for Edmund Pendleton, a distinguished statesman 
and jurist of Virginia. Pendleton County boarders the southern region of the Virginia-West Virginia 
state line. 

The state of West Virginia was admitted to the Union on 20 June 1863 with a total of fifty counties. 
This new state was formed due to the protest of it's citizens against Virginia's acceptance as a 
confederate state. The Allegheny Mountain range seperated the two regions and the citizen's of 
West Virgina wanted their own form of government. 
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Randolph County, Virginia was created October 1786 and borders Pendleton County. When 
West Virginia was created in 1863, Randolph County also became part of West Virginia. 

After Jonas and Catherine (WOLFORD) Harmon's marriage around 1817-1818 in proposed 
Pendleton County, they show up in the 1820 Pendleton County, Virginia census. However, a 
contingent of Harmon families left Pendleton County and moved to neighboring Randolph County, 
Virginia. 

Pinpointing Jacob Isaac Harmon's birth location has generated some confusion because we do 
not know when the Jonas Harmon Sr. family moved from Pendleton to Randolph County. 

Checking the deed records of Pendleton County may shed some light as to when Jonas sold any 
land, if he owned any, and left the region. 

The 1830 Federal Census commenced on 1 June 1830 and was to be recorded for 6 months 
with extensions up 12 months. Jonas & Catherine (WOOLFORD) Harmon family show up in 
Randolph County, Virginia after 1 June 1830. So, without a marker of some kind to designate their 
departure, we are not exactly sure where Jacob Isaac Harmon was born in Pendleton or 
Randolph County, Virginia.

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equal in my real estate when Nancy Young Pratt is eighteen years old. That is the undivided two 
thirds of my land and equal in the bequest to my wife at her death. I also bequeath to Jacob Henry 
Pratt one mare called Lize which he has received, and to Sarah Francis Pratt I bequeath a 
horse called George which she has already recieved, and to Rinard Pratt I bequeath a mule called 
Jennie which he is to use on the farm until he is of lawful age, when the mule will be his by this 
will, and to Nancy Young Pratt I bequeath a horse worth seventy five dollars or seventy five dollars 
when she is eighteen years old. And further I will that the remainder of my personal estate if there 
be any at the time of my death used for the payment of my just debts if there be any, or a 
sufficient for their payment and the remainder if there is any to be divided equally among my 
children I will that the legal expenses of this will be paid from the sale of any surplus of grains or 
other available means not disposed of in this will and testament.

They settled 
near the Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship.

What Happened to the Murray Children's Surname? 
by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C., M.A.G.I. 2008 

There is a paradox involving the children born after the death of Betsy "Bacey" Susie Nancy 
(PRUITT) Studdard's first spouse; James William Studdard who died on 4 March 1863. 

After the death of first husband, Bacey married or lived with a John Murray. If they were married, 
then they were married between 1 1 February 1864 the date she filed for a pension as widow 
Betsey Studdard to 9 months prior to the birth of daughter Mary Ellen ( MURRAY) on 3 
October 1865. 

However, something happened in that family that I have never seen in my 35 years of family 
history research. Bacey changed John Murray's children's surname from Murray to Studdard! 

We have not been able to find the crucial 1870 census explaining the details of this family. But 
in the 1 880 census, Bacey is single and all of the Murray children carry the surname of 
Studdard or Stuthers. 

Through census and death certificates each of the 4 children used Studdard or Stuthers as a 
surname. 

[1] Daughter; Mary Ellen Studdard-( MURRAY) born 3 October 1863-1865. The informant on 
her death certificate. ..E.C. Turnbull stated her parents were James Studdard and Bacey Pruett. 
He also said she was born 3 October 1863 in Jefferson County, Missouri. 
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This complicates her father's identity. According to the 1880 census she was born 1865, the 
1900 census states she was born October 1860, the 1910 & 1930 census states she was born 
1864, the 1920 census states she was born 1866. All these dates are after the date 
James William Studdard died on 4 March 1863 except the 1900 census date and the death 
certificate birth date. 

Since, the death certificate information was not given by a family member, the data has to be 
subject to errors and suspect hearsay. 

Therefore, it is possible that James William Studdard could have conceived Mary Ellen 9 
months prior to her 3 October 1863 birthdate or more believable, if she was born after 1863, 
which the majority of the census information suggests, then she is the daughter of John Murray. 
When Mary married James Boyer in 1886 she used the name Mary Stuthers. I believe she is 
the daughter of John Murray. 

[2] Daughter; Amanda F. Studdard-( MURRAY) born 5 December 1867; Amanda F. was 
born in Washington, Missouri, United States on 5 December 1867 according to her death 
certificate. The informant. ..Henry Harper, her son, states that she was born 5 December 1870 
in Missouri and that John Murray and Basie Stuthers are her parents. This shows that 

the family knew that John Murray was the father but chose to use the surname 

Stuthers or Studdard instead. When Amanda married Elijah Harper in 1888 she used Amanda 

Stuthers. 

[3] Son; Lucas Irvin Studdard-Murray born 4 December 1871 ; the informant on his death 
certificate was his son, Walter Henry Studdard. Walter lists his dad's parents as James 
Studdard and Basey Pruitt. Walter states his father was born on 12 April 1871 in Crawford 
County, Missouri. Once again we have the Studdard name prevailing when Lucas actually was 
the son of John Murray. 

[4] Son; Henry Harrison Studdard-Murray born 9 February 1874; the informant on his death 
certificate was Mrs. Walter Coxey. 

Unknown to me her relationship to the deceased but she put under Henry's father's section of 
the death certificate "unknown", for Henry's mother she put Basie Pruitt. She also listed Henry's 
birthdate as 9 February 1872 in Sullivan, Missouri. When Henry married Maybelle 
(RICHARDS) in 1902 he listed himself as Henry Stuthers. 

Each of these children was the child of John Murray & Betsy "Bacey" Susie Nancy 
(PRUITT) Studdard. 

Finding the 1 870 census is crucial in order to solve this mystery as to why these children took 
on the name of their mother's first husband and not their birthfather's? 

In the 1 880 census, Bacey listed all of them as. . .Stuthers. 

James William Studdard's death date verification has been obtained from his Civil War service 
record. Even the 1890 Veteran's Census says he died in the service on 4 March 1863. 

Therefore, since these last 4 children really belong to John Murray, then I have listed the 
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females 

as Studdard-( MURRAY) and the males as Studdard-Murray instead of Studdard or Stuthers. 

The real question is what went on with John Murray and Bacey ( PRUITT) Studdard that she 
refused to call his children by his surname? Whatever it was, we have to make sure that John 
Murray is credited with those last 4 children. 

Trying to locate the marriage record of John Murray and Bacey Studdard has been difficult to 
say the least. I have never seen a family move around so much from Jefferson to Franklin to 
Washington to Crawford Counties and back without settling down. This means that records 
about them could be in any one of those county courthouses. This makes it extremely difficult 
to verify locations of birth for the children. However, concerning the marriage record, I think 
there are several possibilities. 

[1 ] After the death of James William Studdard in 1 863, maybe Bacey took the children up to 
Scotland County, Missouri where husband James had died and maybe she married John 
Murray somewhere up there.

This particular scenario is the opposite of that, where the deceased spouse's surname has 
been given to all children of a living father's issue. 

In any case, there are several possible explanations for this surname anomaly and I may have 
not even covered them all and/or none of them could be correct. 

[1] John Murray and Bacey never got married, already covered. 

[2] Bacey legally changed the surnames of each of the children from Murray to Studdard or 
Stuthers either by adoption or divorce. Checking the Jefferson, Washington, Franklin or 
Crawford County courthouses for court records may shed some light. If this was the case then 
the question arises when was this done? And was it done with the blood father's permission? 

I figure John Murray died after the birth of son; Henry Harrison Murray in 1 874 and before the 1 0 
June 1880 census date where Bacey states she is single. If John Murray had died, and they 
had 

not divorced and after his death, Bacey changed their surname, not only is this highly illegal but 
inappropriate. Searching court records in the counties mentioned might solve this mystery.

Therefore, finding the marriage record would be of great help, finding the 1870 census data 
would tell a great deal, checking the local newspapers for death notices for John Murray would 
be beneficial and most important of all, finding court records for a divorce record or name 
changes

The Anomaly of William and John W. Isgriggs 
by Floyd Thomas Pratt F.H.C..

In my early years of family history research circa 1975, when investigating the family 
of Madison "Uncle Matt" Isgriggs and Christina Catherine "Aunt Tennie" ( HARPER) 
Isgriggs of Johnson Township of Washington County, Missouri, I was not as thorough 
and detailed in my research as I have become in my later years. 

One individual in particular, now stands out with an error concerning his name and 
birth date and all of the other researchers have fallen for this error including myself. I 
now present this article to clarify and expel any additional perpetuation of this error so 
others in the future will not fall into the trap. 

Our subject is John W. Isgriggs son of Matt and Tennie, listed above. Where we all 
went wrong, we overlooked some vital evidence in our research and believed the birth 
date as recorded in various documents by John over the years, which the day of the 
29 th may have been his and the month of August may have been his but the birth 
year of 1848 was not his... but his brother's birth date.

The next child is the one many of us seemed to overlook and completely disregard 
concerning this family.

Many will say are these two children in the 1850 census to support my claim? My 
answer is no and this is the reason...

Madison and Christina are the last entry on the last page (1 1) of the 1850 census of 
Johnson Township in Washington County, Missouri. It appears the census taker failed 
to list their children since he was out of page room and instead of writing them on the 
next page, which should have been page 159b, he omitted the children from the 
record. However, evidence of their existence is found in the 1860 census. 

Consequently we do not have the children listed for the 1850 census. However, we 
are lucky enough to have the 1860 census.

These are two distinct and separate individuals and should not be combined or 
confused as one child. 



After this census William appears to disappear. I can find no evidence to his 
disposition and either William was his first name or his middle name. Checking the 
newspapers after the 1860 census might reveal what happened to him. He may have 
died in the civil war or died of a disease. 

Since he is not with his family in the 1870 census would not necessarily indicate he 
died but he would have been 21 years old at that time and could have moved away 
and left home.

Two points with this census, first John exaggerates his age, which he is actually 19 
and as previously stated, William is absent from the family. However, this is the first 
indication that John's middle name starts with a W. Highly unlikely his middle name is 
William since Mat and Tennie already named a son William!!! 

Checking the neighbors in the 1870 census I found no reference to a William Isgriggs 
born 1848. 

Shortly, after this census John married Miss Susan Franklin on 22 October 1871.

Under Missouri law, females under the age of 18 had to have permission to marry 
from their parents or legal guardians and males had to be age 21 otherwise they had 
to have permission from their parents or legal guardians. Susan was only 16 when 
she married. 
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This could explain why he misrepresented his age and birth year all those years. I can 
concede maybe the 29 th was his birthday and August may have been his birth 
month but 1851 as reported by his parents was his birth year.

Checking the deed records for land transactions 
might reveal his full name also checking the local newspapers of social activities 
might reveal a middle name but until I can find proof of his middle name he remains 
John W. Isgriggs. 

In conclusion, William Isgriggs born 1848 named after his Uncle William Isgriggs born 
1810 and John W. Isgriggs born 1851 named after his uncle John B. Isgriggs born 
1813 were two separate brothers and those of you who have combined them in your 
family records need to separate them and expand your Isgriggs family research to find 
John's middle name. 



And change his birth date to 29 August 1 851 .

It should be noted here that Rinard Kimberlin was a good neighbor and a friend to the Henry 
Pratt family. 

When the Pratts arrived in eastern Crawford County in March 1839, they moved into Richwoods 
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Twp, Washington, Missouri after their ordeal on the "Trail of Tears". They settled near the 
Kimberlins and struck up a good friendship. 

When James Pratt married Rinard's daughter, Catherine in 1847-1848, James probably told 
Rinard that he wanted a piece of property near Rinard or Catherine told James to buy some 
property near her parents either way, it was against the law for indians to own or buy 
land. 

Rinard bought the land, the James Pratt family settled on from Firmin Desloge and 3 weeks later 
sold 24 acres of the 105 acres to his son-in-law, James Pratt. 

Rinard did the same for his daughter, Mary after she married Alexander Pratt... James' brother. 
After James became a property owner it was easier for James and Alexander to pass themself 
off as a white man even though they were 1/2 Cherokee. This led to Alexander's land purchase 
two years later in May 1856 from William & Martha Hughes which he later sold to the Ambrose 
Marion Pennock family from Ohio in 1 859.

In early manhood he went to 
Oklahoma Territory where he participated in the historic race for homesteads in 1893 
on what was known as the Cherokee Strip near Blackwell. He and his brother-in-law 
Benjamin Pinson, each won a quarter section of land. I remember him saying that he 
spent his last dollar for a horse which he trained for weeks before the race was 
scheduled, then two days before the big day his horse stepped in a gopher hole and 
sprained a leg so badly he could not run. So, B.E. rode the race on a borrowed horse. 
He ran twelve miles before finding a claim he could stake as his own. The first thing 
you had to do was dismount, drive a stake in the ground, and start an improvement. 
His improvement project was to dig a well. He had quite a hole dug before the next 
man stopped on that section so of course his claim was first and therefore valid. He 
said the whole country was just a bare prarie till after the race but by sun up the next 
day there was a city of tents including restaurants, lawyers offices, stores, and most 
important a land office where you could stake your claim and get all the necessary 
legal papers. He ate in a tent restaurant where the sand was blowing in on the tables 
so thick he said "you had to scrape the butter before you cut off your slab. " He built a 
12 X 14 ft. sod house on his land and then came back to Missouri in 1893 and married 
Nancy (JACKSON) of near Richwoods, Missouri and took her back to Oklahoma. 

On April 12, 1894 their first daughter, Hazel Ann, was born in the sod house with only 
his sister and another neighbor in attendence. I heard him tell her that the rats in the 
sod used to kick dirt out on her and they kept her bed in the middle of the room to 
keep the rats from jumping on it.

The Mysterious Case of Dora Belle Northcutt

The problem... 
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When researching family histories, one prefers discoveries to have an order. In fact the researcher 
depends on people, place and events to have a logical and precise order. 

Every once in awhile, someone upsets this order and forces researchers like myself to become 
confused and frustrated over the events which have been discovered or... are in conflict with the 
known facts. 

The birth and parental identity of Dora Belle Northcutt is one such person. 

I was hoping I wouldn't have to write this article and I would discover the truth through hardcore 
research but it looks like if I won't take an interest in her, no one else will. I hope that someday, 
someone who cares will investigate Dora and find the answers; in the meantime, I will present the 
facts. 

My interest in Dora Belle comes from her marriage to Benjamin Edward Kimberlin on the 14 th 
of May 1899 in Washington County, Missouri. Both were living near Hulsey in Johnson Twp at the 
time of their marriage. 

The village of Hulsey was named after Elijah Eli Elias & Sarah Naomi ( CHOATE) Hulsey and 
family who had moved into the area in the early 1820's. Hulsey is located near the border of 
northeastern Johnson Township in Washington County and the southern border of Meramec 
Township in Franklin County. 

The Kimberling families are direct ancestors of mine, i.e., Mary (KIMBERLIN) whom married 
Alexander "Alex" R. Pratt are my 2 nd Great Grandparents. Mary is a daughter of Rinard & 

Frances Jane (PETERS) Kimberlin. Therefore, I have a vested research interest in the 
Kimberlin(g) family. 

Establishing a birthdate... 

The 1900, 1910, 1920 and 1930 census places Benjamin & Dora in Johnson Twp, Washington 
County, Missouri. 

However, it is the events prior to this marriage that seem to be in conflict. 

In order to establish a birth date norm, we will take the census data and break it down into the 
Birthblock for Dora.

Date from the 1880 census states she was born [no record] 

Date from the 1900 census states she was born May 1880 in Missouri.

As you can see the range of birth is from 1 September 1879 to May of 1880. This in any case 
should reveal her parents in the 1880 census of Johnson Twp, Washington County, Missouri. 

The 1880 census of Johnson Twp, Washington County, Missouri was taken in the month of June. 
So, any child born in 1879 or May of 1880 should be listed with their parents. 

Since most researchers and like myself assumed that Dora was the child of Samuel Phillip & Mary 
"Polly" Cecilia Josephine ( BALDRIDGE) Northcutt, I did not look into her parental background 
until now. (201 1 ) 

After reviewing the evidence I have come to the conclusion that Dora was not their daughter! 

Conflicts and Contradictions 



Since the evidence about Dora is pretty consistent with the September 1879 to May 1880 birthdate 
in all her census records, it would seem logical to establish her appearance in the 1880 census as 
being either 1 1 months old or 1 month old depending on when she was born for the June 1 880 
census date. 

However, I cannot seem to locate a Dora, Belle or D. B. Northcutt in the 1880 census with 
any Northcutt family. 

This can be explained in several ways. Either she was not born before the census date or she was 
not a Northcutt. 

Looking at Dora's alleged father; Samuel Phillip Northcutt, we find him in the 8 th of June 1880 
census living with his widowed mother; Susan (JACKSON) Northcutt in Johnson Twp, 

Washington, Missouri, United States and Samuel is age 1 9 and single III 

Looking at Dora's alleged mother; Mary "Polly" "Mollie" Cecilia Josephine ( BALDRIDGE), we find 
her living with her widowed mother; Mary Ann ( BRYANT) Baldridge and next door to Susan 
(JACKSON) Northcutt at Johnson Twp, Washington, Missouri, United States and her future 
husband; Samuel Phillip Northcutt and Mary is age 20 and single III 

In fact, Samuel and Mary (BALDRIDGE) Northcutt did not get married until 1883!

So, how could they be Dora's parents? This leads us to Ben and Dora's daughter; Ethel Mae 
(KIMBERLIN) Shaffer. 
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Ethel Mae (KIMBERLIN) Shaffer 

Ethel Mae (KIMBERLIN) was born 20 August 1899 in Algire, Johnson Twp, Washington, 

Missouri, United States. Algire was a hub of commerce in the Johnson Township of Washington 
County. It was also the local post office and most of the mail delivered through Johnson Twp came 
through Algire. 

On the 31 st of December 1 91 9, at Union, Union Twp, Franklin, Missouri, United States, Ethel 
married Elmer Webster Shaffer, born 29 May 1889 in Franklin County, Missouri, died 26 June 1983 
at Farmington, Perry Twp, Saint Francois, Missouri, United States. 

Elmer is the son of Daniel Webster (1 852-1 934) & Perlina Frances (1 858-1943) (HULSEY) 

Shaffer. 

Evidently, Ethel was interested in her family history and she wrote an article about her father, which 
I will reproduce in its entirety here. 

History of Benjamin Edward Kimberlin and Family " 

by Ethel K. Shaffer, in possession of compiler, Floyd Thomas Pratt 

Benjamin Edward Kimberlin, son of Jacob and Delilah ( HARPER) Kimberlin was born near 
Anthonies Mill, Missouri on July 14, 1870. In early manhood he went to Oklahoma Territory where he 
participated in the historic race for homesteads in 1893 on what was known as the Cherokee Strip 
near Blackwell. He and his brother-in-law Benjamin Pinson, each won a quarter section of land. 

I remember him saying that he spent his last dollar for a horse, which he trained for weeks before 
the race was scheduled, then two days before the big day his horse stepped in a gopher hole and 
sprained a leg so badly he could not run. So, B.E. rode the race on a borrowed horse. He ran 
twelve miles before finding a claim he could stake as his own. 

The first thing you had to do was dismount, drive a stake in the ground, and start an 
improvement. His improvement project was to dig a well. He had quite a hole dug before the next 
man stopped on that section so of course his claim was first and therefore valid. 

He said the whole country was just a bare prairie till after the race but by sun up the next day there 
was a city of tents including restaurants, lawyers offices, stores, and most important a land office 
where you could stake your claim and get all the necessary legal papers. 

He ate in a tent restaurant where the sand was blowing in on the tables so thick he said "you had 
to scrape the butter before you cut off your slab. " He built a 12 X 14 ft. sod house on his land and 
then came back to Missouri in 1893 and married Nancy (JACKSON) of near Richwoods, 

Missouri and took her back to Oklahoma. 

On April 12, 1894 their first daughter, Hazel Ann, was born in the sod house with only his sister 
and another neighbor in attendance. 

I heard him tell her that the rats in the sod used to kick dirt out on her and they kept her bed in the 
middle of the room to keep the rats from jumping on it. 

They grew corn and wheat and made improvements on the homestead. Ben also hauled lumber 
for the town builders who were building the town of Blackwell by leaps and bounds. 
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Their chief entertainment in those days was going to watch the Indian dances. Their war whoops 
would ring out over the prairie and that, linked with the howling of cayotes, was the only sounds 
they knew. Sounds like a small bit of heaven to us in 1960 with the noise of our trains, planes, 
automobiles, and last but not least, television! 

In 1896, Ben sent his wife back to his father's home in Missouri where she gave birth to their 
second daughter, Jessie Delilah, on February 20, 1896. They returned to Oklahoma and in March 
1897, a son was born and named Lester. His mother died when he was ten days old and then little 
Lester died a few weeks later. They are both buried in a cemetery near Blackwell, Oklahoma. 

Left with two little daughters, he brought them back to Missouri by train, to his parents, who with 
the help of his brother Orville and his wife Sadie, took care of them for him while he returned to 
Oklahoma and sold his homestead. 

He loaded his meager possessions into a covered wagon and started back to Missouri. Roads 
were muddy and it was a long journey. Thirty days later he arrived at the home of his parents on 
Brazil Creek. His two little girls had completely forgotten him and he had to get acquainted with 
them all over again. 

After a few months B.E. bought a 240 acre farm on Indian Creek near Algire, Missouri. There 
were no improvements on the land and he soon built a six room house (frame) which was the envy 
of the old timers who mostly lived in log houses. 

This new "modern" structure built by the young handsome widower from Oklahoma, was two 
stories high and painted white with green trim and what was most amazing, the windows were 
large one pane affairs and the living room boasted a double window known as a bay window, which 
was as modern then as our picture windows were when they came out a few years ago. 

Ben and his two little girls, with his Mother and a hired girl, moved into the new house in 1898 and 
in a few months he married again. 

This bride was Miss Dora Belle (NORTHCUTT), daughter of Rev. B.F. and Celia Northcutt, 
whose farm joined his on the south. 

On August 20, 1899 their first child arrived, Ethel Mae and on May 9, 1902 another daughter was 
born, Myrtle Alice, who died of pneumonia in February 1904 and is buried in the Bryant Cemetery 
one mile south of the home. The family lived at the Indian Creek place until all three daughters were 
married. 

Then in 1923 they traded farms with Mr. William Jackson for his farm on the Meramec River near 
Meramec State Park. They lived on this farm until 1946 when they moved to 228 Watson Road in 
Sullivan, Missouri where they lived the remainder of their lives. 

Dora Belle died July 7, 1953 at the age of 73 and Benjamin Edward died April 16, 1954 at the age of 
84. Both are buried in Odd Fellows Cemetery in Sullivan, Mo. 

Benjamin Edward Kimberlin born July 14, 1870, died April 16, 1954 

Dora Belle (NORTHCUTT) Kimberlin- born September 1, 1879, died July 7, 1953. 

Benjamin Edward Kimberlin was the son of Jacob, brother of Michael L. Kimberlin. 
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Ethel K. Shaffer 

When I first read this document, I filed it and thought it was a nice historical piece about the 
Oklahoma theft of the land promised to the American natives by treaty. The treaty stated, "as long 
as the grass grows and the sun shines this land would belong to the native Americans." 

was until the American Government decided like all the other 100 treaties they broke, to steal the 
land from the natives. When the Americans found gold in Tennessee and Georgia they took the 
land away from the natives, when they found oil in Oklahoma they took the land away from the 
natives.

Documentation 



It appears that Ethel, with good intentions, made a great effort in relating her family's history as she 
knew and lived the events. 

However, if the article was written in the 1960's, then she would have been aged 60+ and maybe 
her memory was not the best. 

Several errors are evident in her account. Without taking apart the whole article I want to bring to 
your attention when she stated that Dora Belle Northcutt was the daughter of Rev. B.F. and Cecila 
Northcutt. 

Researched evidence has established that Samuel Phillip Northcutt married Mary "Polly" "Mollie" 
Cecilia (BALDRIDGE) in 1883. 

The question arises... did Ethel make a known mistake about the parents of Dora? 

Rev. B. F. Northcutt 



I can't find a B. F. Northcutt. Checking the Northcutt's all the way back to Samuel & Nancy Sallee 
Northcutt and all the sons born and all the grandsons born I can't find a B. F., which probably 
stands for Benjamin Franklin Northcutt. 

My only explanation is Ethel may have commingled and confused the names. This isn't the only 
time this confusion has taken place. 

On Dora's death certificate, Ethel is the informant and states that Dora's parents were...S. P. 
Northcutt and Celia Bryant.

As you can see, when she put S. P. Northcutt as Dora's father; she was referring to Samuel Phillip 
Northcutt, which was in error and she put Celia Bryant as Dora's mother confusing Mary Ann 
(BRYANT). ..Celia's mother. 
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This is not Ethel's fault; she wrote what she had been told by her mother! 

Wildcards... 



Therefore, another option as to locating Dora's parents is to wildcard Dora... Belle... in the 1880 
census and hope for a hit in the Washington County, Missouri area. 

I found the following... 

Dora B. Evans born 1879 daughter of William M. & Sary A. ( ) Evans in Belgrade Twp, 

Dora Johnston born 1 879 daughter of General & Serenia ( ) Johnston in Union Twp, 

Dora Robinson born 1878 daughter of Richard and J. ( ) Robinson in Harmony Twp, 

Dora Woods born 1 878 daughter of Paris E. & Ann ( 0 Woods in Walton Twp, 

Dora Lucas born 1876 daughter of Phillip & Mary M. ( ) Lucas in Belgrade Twp, 

Dora Morris born 1 876 daughter of Jerry & Josephine ( ) Morris of Walton Twp, 

Belle Gillam born 1878 daughter of B.H. & M. F. Gillam of Harmony Twp, 

Belle Woolford born 1878 daughter of Pratte & Narsis ( ) Woolford of Belgrade Twp, 

Of course there is no evidence that Dora was born in Washington County and there are an equally 
numbered Dora's and Belle's in same census in surrounding counties. 

At first you might say, well, trace the path of each of those girls listed above and see if you can 
eliminate them due to death, marriage and death of parents or any other event that might discredit 
them as our subject. True... this would decrease the candidates but not give you conclusively the 
parents of our Dora Belle . 

Therefore, my suggestion is to try to locate an adoption record of a Dora Belle ??? 

Since Dora used the name of Northcutt on her marriage license, and we know she was living in the 
Hulsey area by her 1899 marriage date, then maybe her "adopted" name was Northcutt. 

What we do know... 



A girl named Dora Belle was born between 1 September 1879 and May 1880 in Missouri. 

This has been established through census records, headstone information, death certificate and 
family records... all related to others by Dora herself. 

How long she remained unmarried is a good guess. When people did not want secrets about their 
past known, then usually omitted the whole truth or fabricated new truth to hide their past. 

Born in circa 1880 she would have been marrying age at 13 or more, which would have been after 
1893. 

She told her daughter; Ethel that she was the daughter of Rev. B. F. & Celia Northcutt. However, 
no evidence as to a Rev. B.F. Northcutt can be found. 

This confusion is compounded in that her daughter; Ethel is the informant on her death certificate 
of July 1953 and states that Dora's father was S. P. Northcutt and mother was Mary Bryant. 
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Ethel writes a family history of her father's activities around the 1960's and stated that her mother 
was Miss Dora Belle Northcutt, indicating that Dora was not previously married prior to her 
marriage to Benjamin Edward Kimberlin on the 14 th of May 1899 in Washington County, 

Missouri... as far as Ethel knew. 

This is important because, maybe Dora Belle had married a Northcutt before she married 

Benjamin Edward Kimberlin... hence the married name Dora Belle Northcutt. 

After checking the marriage records, I could not find a Dora Belle marrying a Northcutt, but 

then again, I could not check all the surrounding counties either. 

Dora tells her daughter that she is the daughter of Samuel Phillip & Mary "Polly" "Mollie" Cecilia 
(BALDRIDGE) Northcutt and the rumor has continued to this day. However, as proven earlier in 
this report, Dora was born 3-4 years before these two married. 

Therefore, either Dora Belle was an orphan of someone else other than a Northcutt and 

Samuel and Mary took her in or Dora Belle was trying to hide her illegitimate heritage. If she was an 
orphan, then why hide her true parentage? Maybe she did not know the truth. 

How long she lived with Samuel and Mary is undetermined and there is no evidence that she even 
lived with them. This is due to the void in census data from the 1 880 to the 1 900 census. And since 
Dora married before 1900 we cannot determine whom she was living with prior to the marriage. 

She could have been taken in after the 1883 marriage of Samuel and Mary "Mollie" or anytime up 
until her marriage in 1899. 

Looking at the 1900 census we see that she is living next door to her alleged Uncle William Smith 
Northcutt family at house #179 and way over at house #156 is living her alleged parents; Samuel 
and Mary (BALDRIDGE) Northcutt. 

Since Samuel and Mary are living so far apart from Ben and Dora, checking William Smith & 
Amanda A. (HAYS) Smith family I see they were married in 1876 and could have had a daughter 
born 1879-1880. However, in the 1880 census, they do not have a daughter named Dora or Belle 
or D.B. listed as one of their children. This eliminates them as the parents of Dora. 

Samuel had another brother named John Wesley Northcutt whom married in 1882 to Elizabeth 
(HULSEY) daughter of Charles LeRoy & Eliza Jane ( RODERIQUE) Hulsey. 

Since they were married after Dora was born... this eliminates them as Dora's parents. 

This covers all the male children of George W. & Susan Ann ( JACKSON) Northcutt's children. 

Therefore, based on the facts surrounding her life, I cannot bridge her to the Samuel and Mary 
(BALDRIDGE) Northcutt family or any Northcutt family. 

I suspect she was born someone else and as customary to orphans in those days, the family she 
lived with and was raised by gave her the Northcutt name. She could have been an orphan, or 
illegitimate and to verify this I would, as instructing an interested family researcher, check the 
Washington County probate, adoption and court records for any reference to a Dora Belle 
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Also, check the newspapers from 1 879-1 900 concerning subjects about a Dora Belle who 

was going to live with the Samuel & Mary (BALDRIDGE) Northcutt family. 

Could Dora Belle be an illegitimate daughter of Samuel Phillip Northcutt? Yes, this is another 
possibility. 

In the 1880 census, Samuel is living with his mother and is age 19 and single. Could he have 
fathered a daughter before he married Mary ( BALDRIDGE) in 1883? Yes. 

I had another relative who had a similar circumstance. Rev. Albert Paris Missey loved and courted 
Mary (MISSEY) a far distant cousin and wanted to marry her... before and even after she 
became pregnant. How we know these circumstances behind this relationship is... Rev. Albert 
Paris Missey kept a journal and detailed the information for his posterity. 

For reasons unknown, maybe from pressure of both families, she refused to marry Albert and 
Albert later married Mary Jane (STROUP) and raised his illegitimate daughter; Ethel Marie 
(MISSEY) who lived with them until adulthood. 

So, that scenario of Samuel being Dora's legitimate father is another possibility. 

However, Dora should not be listed with Northcutt as a maiden name. There is no proof that she 
ever was a Northcutt. 

Dora has perpetuated all the evidence up to now on what has been revealed about her, including 
census, family records and hearsay evidence through her daughter, Ethel. 

If adoption papers can be found... which I doubt, those papers should reveal her true parentage. 
Orphans or illegitimate children were often "adopted" into families without any legal requirements, 
even to the point of changing the child's surname without permission. 

However, until the truth can be discovered, Dora Belle Northcutt can, in my opinion, out of respect, 
be listed with the Samuel & Mary (BALDRIDGE) Northcutt family with the stipulation that her 
true parentage has not been determined.

At the age of 19, Mr. Pratt embarked on a career in law enforcement. This 
experience gave him training in detective and investigative skills. Little did Mr. Pratt 
know, how useful these skills would be in the field of genealogy. 

Floyd started his family research career in 1975 after becoming a member of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints. His first calling as a new member 
was to serve in the newly created genealogical department or known today as the 
Family History Center in the Springfield, Missouri ward.

I have been noticing problems with Google Chrome for several months, for example, not only is it 
slow, but when I visit www.findaqrave.com after a few minutes letters and words on the memorials 
begin to disappear and are replaced with gibberish and lines rendering the site unusable. But when I 
use Firefox as my browser I do not have that problem. 

Also, I found when I try to use my old Internet Explorer as my browser and I post the open library link 
as stated above if it does take you to my Lists page, when you select a book as a PDF it states it 
cannot make the connection. 

I wrote to Open Library concerning this issue and their reply was the following...
